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*'2||7M[HERE  did  you  0-generate  from?"  was  a  derisive 

^WW'  question  often  put  by  John  Hamilton,  the  youngest 
of  the  five  brothers  who  removed  from  Berwick,  York  Coun- 
ty, Maine,  to  Massabesick  Plantation  or  Waterborough  (now 
Waterboro),  with  the  emphasis  iipon  the  "you"  or  on  the 
**0-generate, "  as  best  gave  vent  to  his  feelings  at  that 
particular  moment. 

Whether  that  question  was  the  germ  of  this  book  or  not 
I  cannot  say,  but  if  it  were,  some  of  my  most  cherished 
friends  might  rise  at  once  to  say  "Hard  on  the  germ." 

Soon  after  my  father's  death  in  1878  I  became  interested 
in  the  ancestry  of  my  family,  and  I  have  often  put  Uncle 
John's  question,  and  I  herewith  submit  to  the  descendants 
of  the  Hamiltons  of  Waterborough  the  best  answer  I  can 
make,  trusting  that  they  will  believe  that,  "  like  little  Mary 
Wood,"  I  have  done  the  best  I  could,  and  that  their  criticism 
of  this  work  will  be  lenient. 

This  volume  is  the  result  of  researches,  extending  over  a 
period  of  more  than  thirty  years,  among  the  records,  histori- 
cal and  genealogical  documents,  and  writings  of  this  country 
and  Europe;  of  information  received  from  persons  now 
living  and  from  those  who  have  recently  passed  away,  and 
of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

In  tracing  the  lineage  of  the  family  in  Scotch  and  English 
history  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  intelligent  work 
of  Miss  Sophia  Mabel  Hayward,  to  whom  I  am  also  under 
obligation  for  the  critical  accuracy  of  this  work. 

To  the  hundreds  in  whose  veins  courses  the  blood  of 
DAVID  HAMILTON  and  ANN  AH  J  AX  SON  who  have 
so  promptly  and  generously  responded  to  my  inquiries  and 
furnished  much  of  the  information  herein  compiled,  I  re- 
turn my  grateful  acknowledgments,  hoping  that  they  will 
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find  in  this  work  ample  compensation  for  the  efforts  they 
have  made. 

The  labor  of  collecting  the  material  for  this  volume,  its 
preparation  and  publication,  has  been  done  amidst  the 
cares  and  responsibilities  of  a  somewhat  busy  professional 
life,  and  my  only  reward  is  the  hope  that  its  perusal  will 
give  pleasure  to  my  kinsmen  and  friends,  and  that  it  will 
aid  in  perpetuating  the  memory  of  an  honorable  name.

^IpHE  town  of  Waterborough  (formerly  Massabesick  Plan- 
^^  tation,  now  Waterboro)  is  situated  in  the  central  part  of 
the  County  of  York  in  the  State  of  Maine.  The  towns  of 
Limerick  and  Limington  lie  on  its  northern  border;  Hollis 
and  Lyman  bound  it  on  the  east;  Lyman  and  Alfred  on  the 
south;  and  Alfred,  Shapleigh  and  Newfield  on  the  west. 
It  contains  26,491  acres.     The  population  in  1910  was  990. 

This  town  was  included  in  the  tracts  of  land  conveyed 
to  Major  Phillips  by  the  Indian  chief  Hombinowitt,  alias 
John  Rogomock,  by  his  deed  dated  the  29th  day  of  August, 
1660*;  by  the  Indian  chief  Fluellin  by  his  deed  dated  the 
30th  day  of  March,  leei'';  by  Mogg  Heigon,  or  Mogg 
Hegone,  by  his  deed  dated  May  31st,  1664";  and  by  Meek- 
sombe,  alias  Captain  Sunday,  by  his  deed  dated  the  22d 
day  of  June,  1664.^^*  These  deeds  covered  vast  tracts  of 
land,  and  it  cannot  be  ascertained  with  accuracy  just 
which  one  or  whether  more  than  one  covered  the  area 
now  known   as   the  town  of   Waterboro. 

The  title  to  this  territory  passed  by  and  under  the  wills 
of  William  Phillips  and  his  wife,  Bridget  Phillips,  and 
their  children  into  a  propriety,  of  which  Thomas  Cushing, 
Samuel  Adams,  Rev.  Mr.  Lathrop,  Gowen  Brown,  Col. 
Josiah  Waters,  John  Wheelwright,  John  Bromfield,  John 
Avery,  Jr.,  Martin  Brimmer  and  Andrew  Spooner  were 
members,   which   propriety,   acting   through   a   committee

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consisting  of  Josiah  Waters,  John  Wheelwright  and  John 
Avery,  conveyed  this  land  to  various  persons,  the  said 
Josiah  Waters  acquiring  a  large  part  thereof.  The  territory 
was  surveyed  and  platted  into  lots  by  James  Warren,  a 
land  surveyor,  and  sold  to  settlers. 

Through  it,  running  nearly  north  and  south,  lies  a  strip 
of  sandy  plain,  which  is  an  outcropping  of  an  extensive 
area  lying  on  the  northwest  and  extending  into  Limerick, 
Newfield  and  Shapleigh.  On  either  side  of  this  strip  lie 
large  tracts  of  finely  timbered  and  excellent  farming  lands. 
It  is  along  this  strip  that  the  highway  leading  from  the 
southern  to  the  northern  part  of  the  county  passes  and  which 
was  in  fact  the  first  county  road  running  northerly  and 
southerly  through  the  town.  The  traveller  along  this 
highway  gains  only  a  faint  idea  of  the  agricultural  wealth 
which  lies  on  either  side  of  it,  and  loses  entirely  the  charm 
of  the  landscape  which  a  short  diversion  would  expose. 

In  the  western  part  of  the  town  rises  Ossipee  Hill,  the 
highest  point  of  land  in  the  county,  and  which  undoubtedly 
first  met  the  gaze  of  the  white  man  when  Martin  Pring 
sailed  along  the  Atlantic  coast  between  Casco  Bay  and 
the  Piscataqua  River  and  up  the  Saco  as  far  as  Cataract 
Falls,  and  later  up  the  Piscataqua.  The  Indian  trail  to  the 
northern  part  of  this  county  skirted  the  eastern  brow  of 
this  hill  and  met  the  southern  trail  near  the  centre  of  the 
town  at  the  head  of  Little  Ossipee  Pond  and  thence  to  the 
Saco  River  near  Hiram. 

Prior  to  1768  this  entire  tract  of  land  was  a  vast  wilder- 
ness into  which  no  highways  penetrated  and  which  was 
traversed  only  along  Indian  trails  and  over  logging  roads, 
which  had  been  built  through  various  parts  of  the  town 
by  settlers  from  the  Atlantic  coast  who  sought  this  territory 
for  the  magnificent  pines  and  oaks  which  covered  it,  for 
use  in  shipbuilding  at  home  and  for  exportation,  a  business 
which  was  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent  all  along  the 
coast  from  Portsmouth  to  Portland.  It  was  visited  only 
by  these  lumbermen  and  the  wandering  Sokokis  Indians 
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who  had  their  headquarters  at  Saco  and  who  frequently 
visited  this  territory  in  pursuit  of  fish  and  game,  with  which 
it  abounded,  and  traversed  it  on  their  visits  back  and  forth 
to  Pequaket  (now  Fryeburg),  their  northern  habitation. 

This  territory  and  a  portion  of  Alfred  were  commonly 
spoken  of  as  Massabesick  Plantation,  taking  that  name 
from  what  is  now  Shaker  Pond,  then  called  Massabesick 
Pond  and  which  is  said  to  have  derived  its  name  from  an 
Indian  chief  residing  on  its  western  shore.  Ossipee  Pond, 
in  the  central  part  of  the  town,  having  an  area  of  over  one 
thousand  acres,  made  this  name  an  appropriate  one  for  the 
territory  from  the  fact  that  the  word  itself  means  "The 
land  of  much  still  water." 

The  name  Massabesick  was  confirmed  by  a  resolve  of  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  February  12,  1785,  and  its 
boundaries  fixed  in  the  following  words: 

"Resolved  that  the  lands  laying  betweeen  Sanford  and 
Shapleigh  on  the  southwest,  the  river  of  the  Little  Ossipee 
on  the  north,  the  Plantation  of  Little  Falls  on  the  northeast, 
and  the  town  of  Coxhall  on  the  southeast  be  known  as  and 
reputed  to  be  the  Plantation  of  Massabesick  until  the 
further  order  of  the  General  Court." 

The  first  permanent  white  settler  was  John  Smith,  who 
settled  in  1768  a  short  distance  from  Waterborough  Old 
Corner  and  was  the  only  permanent  settler  that  year. 
During  the  next  two  years  he  was  joined  by  several  other 
families:  John  Scribner,  Robert  Harvey,  Alexander  Jelle- 
son,  his  son  George,  William  Deering,  Scamman  Hodgdon, 
William  Philpot  and  William  Nason,  who  came  from  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  county  and  from  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Massachusetts  to  engage  in  lumbering. 

Alexander  Jelleson  and  his  son  George  settled  not  far 
from  the  present  station  on  the  Portland,  Nashua  & 
Worcester  Railroad,  called  Wescott,  one  about  half  a  mile 
southeasterly  from  said  station  on  the  Pequaket  Road, 
and  the  other  on  the  Mast  Camp  Road  which  they  and  others 
built  between  the  roads  leading  from  W^aterborough  Centre 
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to  Biddeford  and  from  the  same  place  to  Alfred.  This 
portion  of  the  Plantation  was  thickly  covered  with  huge 
pines  suitable  for  masts  for  vessels,  and  that  fact  occasioned 
the  settlement  in  this  particular  locality  and  gave  the  name 
"Mast  Camp  Road." 

John  Scribner  settled  near  Waterborough  Old  Corner 
and  near  John  Smith.  It  is  said  that  Robert  Harvey 
settled  near  the  brook  which  runs  east  of  the  location  of 
the  present  Baptist  Church.  William  Deering  settled  on 
what  has  been  known  ever  since  as  Deering' s  Ridge,  near 
the  highway  running  northerly  from  the  highway  between 
Waterborough  Centre  and  Hollis  Centre.  Wilham  Nason 
and  Scamman  Hodgdon  are  believed  to  have  settled  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  town  on  the  road  west  of  the  present 
highway  between  Waterborough  Centre  and  Limerick,  and 
William  Philpot  on  the  ridge  east  of  Waterborough  Centre, 
frequently  called  Warren's  or  Robert's  Ridge. 

On  the  30th  day  of  October,  1782,  the  following  act  was 
passed  by  the  General  Court: 

"  1782. Chapter  26. 

"  (September  Session,  ch.  9.) 

"An  Act  Confirming  Certain  Lands,  Lying  in  the 
County  of  York,  to  Certain  Persons  Claiming  the 
Same,  under  William  Phillips  and  Bridget  Phillips. 

"Whereas  some  Dounts  have  arisen  what  Estates  said 
claimants  have  in  the  Lands  herein  after  described,  and  the 
Interposition  of  the  Legislature  is  found  necessary  to  remove 
the  same.     Therefore, 

"Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of 
the  same.  That  the  Lands  contained  within  the  Limits  or 
Boundaries  following  (except  the  Tract  of  Land  called 
Coxhall,  and  also  all  Lands  within  those  Limits  heretofore 
laid  out  by  Virtue  of  Grants  regularly  made  by  the  General 
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Court)  be  and  they  hereby  are  confirmed  to  the  Proprietors 
claiming  and  holding  the  same  under  William  Phillips  and 
Bridget  Phillips,  their  Heirs  and  Assigns,  viz.  Beginning 
at  the  North  Corner  of  Sandford,  which  Corner  may  be 
ascertained  by  a  Line  running  South  West,  and  North  East, 
through  a  certain  small  Pond,  called  Beaver  Hill  Pond; 
and  from  the  said  North  Corner  of  Sandford,  thus  ascer- 
tained, to  run  North  West,  about  eight  Miles,  to  little 
Ossipee  River;  then  by  said  River,  including  Half  of  the  same 
as  the  said  River  runs,  to  Saco  River;  then  by  said  Saco 
River  to  the  Head  Lines  of  Biddeford;  then  by  the  Head 
Lines  of  the  Towns  of  Biddeford  and  Arundel  to  the  East 
Corner  of  said  Sandford,  as  it  was  originally  incorporated; 
then  by  said  Sandford  as  it  was  originally  laid  out  by  the 
Name  of  Phillips  Town,  to  the  North  Corner  thereof,  being 
the  Boundary  first  mentioned. 

"Provided  nevertheless,  and  the  foregoing  Confirmation 
is  to  be  understood  to  be  made  upon  the  following  Condi- 
tions, viz.  That  the  said  proprietors  shall  on  or  before  the 
fiirst  Day  of  January  next,  release  and  relinquish  all  further 
Claims  to  the  Lands  within  the  Limits  above  confirmed 
to  them,  which  were  laid  out  by  Virtue  of  Grants  regularly 
made  by  the  General  Court;  and  also  to  all  Lands  con- 
tained within  the  following  Limits,  viz.  Beginning  at 
said  North  Comer  of  Sandford,  thence  running  North  West, 
about  eight  Miles,  to  httle  Ossipee  River;  then  Westerly 
by  little  Ossipee  River,  to  the  Pond  called  Ossipee  Pond; 
then  by  said  Pond  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  then 
Southerly  by  New  Hampshire  Line  to  the  Westerly  Comer 
of  Lebanon;  then  Northeasterly  by  the  Head  Lines  of 
Lebanon  and  Sandford  to  said  North  Corner  of  Sandford 
aforesaid;  and  shall  make  and  execute  according  to  Law, 
good  and  sufficient  Deed  or  Deeds  of  Release  and  Quit- 
Claim,  according  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this 
Act,  and  to  the  Acceptance  of  Jedediah  Prebble,  Esq; 
and  others,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  General 
Court  to  examine  the  Claims  of  said  Proprietors  to  said 
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Lands,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  by  the 
Register  of  Deeds  for  the  County  of  York,  with  the  Records 
for  the  said  County,  and  then  File  the  same  in  the  Secretary's 
Office,  and  also  on  Condition  that  the  said  Proprietors 
shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Committee  the  one 
Half  of  their  Expences  in  viewing  and  ascertaining  the 
Boundaries  aforesaid,  with  the  other  Boundaries  mentioned 
in  their  Report. 

"Provided  also,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  injure,  defeat,  or  make  void  any  Right  or 
Claim,  which  the  Commonwealth  have,  or  may  have,  to 
any  part  of  said  Lands,  which  belonged  to  certain  Persons 
called  Conspirators  or  Absentees;  any  Thing  in  this  Act 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

"Also  provided.  That  nothing  in  the  foregoing  Act  shall 
be  construed  to  effect  the  property  of  either  of  the  Towns 
of  Biddeford  or  Arundel.  October  30,  1782." 

There  are  no  documents  on  file  in  the  Archives  of  Massa- 
chusetts which  throw  any  light  upon  the  origin  of  this 
legislation,  but  the  probabilities  are  very  strong  that  some 
of  the  owners  of  some  portions  of  this  territory  were  con- 
spirators or  absentees  within  the  meaning  of  two  other  acts 
of  the  General  Court  passed  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1779, 
which  declared  all  the  property  of  certain  persons  named 
as  conspirators,  and  a  class  called  absentees,  who  had  left 
the  state,  forfeited  to  the  state.  The  conspirators  and 
absentees  were  persons  who  were  charged  with  having  con- 
spired against  the  government  and  who  had  adhered  to  the 
king  of  Great  Britain  during  the  Revolutionary  struggle, 
and  had  left  the  state,  many  going  to  England  and  many 
to  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  and  other  English  Provinces. 
They  were  derisively  called  "  Tories . ' '  The  act  itself  suggests 
this  reason  in  one  of  its  provisions  where  it  says  "That 
nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  injure,  defeat, 
or  make  void  any  Right  or  Claim,  which  the  Common- 
wealth have,  or  may  have,  to  any  part  of  said  Lands,  which 
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belonged  to  certain  Persons  called  Conspirators  or  Absentees; 
any  Thing  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding";  and 
this  seems  to  be  the  only  plausible  one  for  in  no  other  way 
could  the  state  have  acquired  any  title  to  such  lands,  as 
they  had  already  been  granted  to  individuals  by  their 
rightful  owners,  and  this  view  explains  the  language  used  by 
the  inhabitants  in  a  petition  addressed  to  the  General 
Court  in  1784  in  which  they  complained  that  many  of  them 
had  settled  on  these  lands  supposing  they  belonged  to  the 
government,  and  in  which  they  asked,  for  that  reason  and 
others,  a  concession  on  the  taxes  assessed  upon  them. 
The  condition  of  the  people  at  that  time  is  best  described 
in  their  own  words  therein.     That  petition  is  as  follows: 

"To  the  Hon'''^  Senate  &  House  of  Representatiues  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  general  Court 
assembled  1784 

"The  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Plantation  of 
Massabesick  in  the  County  of  York  humbly  shows  that 
about  Fifteen  Years  ago  your  Petitioners  (most  of  whom 
were  then  &  still  are  very  poor)  settled  the  Plantation  under 
an  Apprehension  that  the  Lands  therein  belonged  to  Gover- 
ment  &  would  be  given  them  or  sold  to  them  at  a  very 
moderate  price  but  your  Petitioners  now  find  that  the 
said  Lands  are  private  property  &  so  are  under  the  Necessity 
of  purchasing  the  same  at  a  considerable  Expence  or  of 
losing  their  Labour  done  thereon  The  Taxes  demanded  of 
them  in  the  Course  of  a  Number  of  Years  past  far  exceed 
their  Ability  even  on  supposition  the  Lands  were  their  own 
but  when  your  Petitioners  consider  that  the  Lands  belong 
to  others  the  Taxes  appear  to  be  intolerable  and  if  Gouern- 
ment  should  insist  upon  payment  your  Petitioners  will  be 
obliged  to  euacuate  the  Plantations  for  all  their  property 
therein  is  not  equal  to  the  Taxes,  Such  have  been  the  Cir- 
cumstances of  your  Petitioners  as  to  render  them  unable 
to  pay  Taxes  &  they  flatter  themselues  that  when  Govern- 
ment consider  that  the  Lands  do  not  belong  to  your  peti- 
tioners that  they  in  some  measure  may  be  considered  as 
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excusable  in  their  Omissions  but  be  that  as  it  may,  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  that  your  Petitioners  should  pay 
the  agregate  sum  of  Taxes  when  they  are  obliged  to  advance 
Money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  their  poor  Farms  At 
this  Time  the  Proprietors  of  the  Lands  are  calling  upon 
your  Petitioners  to  pay  them  as  much  Money  for  the  Lands 
as  they  are  worth  &  at  the  same  Time  Gouerment  is  calling 
upon  them  to  pay  as  much  or  more  in  Taxes  than  the  whole 
Value  of  the  Lands  including  their  personal  Estate  The 
Sheriff  of  the  County  has  an  Execution  against  them,  on 
the  whole  they  are  reduced  to  deplorable  Circumstances  & 
stand  in  need  of  the  gracious  &  merciful  interposition  of 
Government,  The  Plantation  is  now  increased  so  as  to  con- 
tain about  Sixty  poor  Families  who  are  now  willing  to  do 
all  in  their  power  for  the  Support  of  Government  &  wish 
to  be  put  in  a  better  situation  for  doing  their  duty  Where- 
fore they  earnestly  pray  that  their  peculiar  case  &  Circum- 
stances may  be  duly  considered  by  the  Court  that  said 
Execution  may  be  recalled  that  all  the  Taxes  ordered  to  be 
assessed  before  the  present  year  may  be  abated  &  remitted 
&  your  Petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray  &c

Upon  which  petition  the  following  resolve  was  passed: 

"  1784. January  Session. 

*' Chapter  52. 

"Chap.  52.  Resolve  on  the  Petition  of  the  In- 
habitants OF  the  Plantation  of  Massabeseck,  in  the 
County  of  York,  Directing  the  Treasurer  to  Recall 
all  Warrants  Issued  for  Taxes,  and  the  Sheriff  to 
Return  Executions. 

"Whereas  the  inhabitants  of  the  plantation  of  Masse- 
beseck,  in  the  county  of  York,  have  preferred  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court,  setting  forth  their  extreme  poverty 
and  inability  to  pay  the  taxes  that  have  been  laid  upon 
them  since  the  first  of  January,  in  the  year  1781,  and  pre- 
vious to  the  first  day  of  July  last,  and  praying  to  have  the 
same  abated: 

"Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition  be  so  far 
granted,  as  that  the  treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  recall  all  the  warrants  that 
have  issued  from  the  said  office,  to  the  said  plantation,  for 
taxes  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July  last,  and  which  have 
not  been  paid  into  the  said  office,  and  to  issue  his  warrant 
to  the  assessors  of  the  said  plantation  of  Massabeseck,  for 
the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and  twenty  five  pounds,  instead 
of  the  sums  heretofore  assessed  upon  them. 

"Also  Resolved,  That  the  Assessors  of  the  said  planta- 
tion be,  and  they  are,  hereby  directed  to  assess  the  same 
on  the  polls  and  estates  of  the  said  inhabitants  and  non 
resident  proprietors,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Tax 
Act  of  July,  1784. 

"Also  Resolved,  That  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  York, 
be,  and  he  is,  hereby  directed  to  return  the  execution  which 
he  has  against  the  Collector  or  Collectors  of  the  said  planta- 
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tion,  and  if  any  part  thereof  has  been  paid,  that  the  said 
plantation  have  credit  for  the  same  out  of  the  above  sum 
of  Five  hundred  and  twenty  five  pounds. 

February  12,  1785." 

In  1785  the  following  petition  for  an  act  of  incorporation 
was  presented  to  the  General  Court: 

"To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  General  Court 
assembled  1785 

"The  petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Plantation  of 
Massebesick  in  the  county  of  York  humbly  sheweth  that 
thay  Labour  under  sum  Very  Great  Inconveniances  for 
want  of  being  Incorporated  and  wish  to  be  Put  in  a  better 
Situation  for  Doing  their  Duty  wherefore  Your  Petitioners 
Earnestly  Pray  that  their  Plantation  may  be  incorporated 
into  a  Town  acording  to  the  Plan  herewith  Presented  to 
Gether  with  a  gore  of  Land  containing  about  Eighteen 
hundred  acres  Lying  between  Sanford  and  Shapleighton 
and  adjoining  the  aforesaid  Plantation  and  your  Petitioners

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This  petition  was  accompanied  by  an  outline  plan  iden- 
tical with  the  map  forming  the  frontispiece  of  this  book. 

This  petition  was  referred  to  the  next  sitting  of  the  Court 
in  1786,  and  was  then  referred  to  the  sitting  of  the  Court 
in  1787,  when  the  following  act  was  passed: 

"  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

"In  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  & 
eighty  seven. 

"An  Act  for  incorporating  a  Plantation  in  the  County 
of  York,  called  Massabesec  by  the  name  of  Waterborough. 

"Whereas  the  inhabitants  of  a  Plantation  in  the 
County  of  York,  called  Massabesec  labour  under  many 
inconveniences  for  want  of  being  incorporated,  and  have 
petitioned  this  Court  to  be  incorporated  into  a  Town. 

"  Be  it  Enacted 
by  the  Senate  &  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  &  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  said 
Plantation  with  the  inhabitants  thereof,  bounded  as  follows, 
viz.  Beginning  at  the  northerly  corner  of  Coxhall,  thence 
running  north  eleven  degrees  and  an  half  west,  five  miles 
and  three  quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  river  called  Little  Ossipee; 
thence  westerly  by  the  same  river  to  the  northeast  corner 
of  Shapleigh;  thence  southerly  by  Shapleigh  &  Sanford  to 
the  westerly  corner  of  Coxhall  aforesaid;  then  northeasterly 
by  said  Coxhall  to  the  bounds  first  mentioned,  be  and 
hereby  is  incorporated  into  a  Town  by  the  name  of  Water- 
borough  &  invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges  and 
immunities,  which  other  Towns  in  this  Commonwealth  are 
entitled  to  by  Law  PROVIDED  that  nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  right  of  soil,  to  any 
lands  within  the  limits  aforesaid. 

"And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid 
that  Nathaniel  Wells  Esq^  be  and  he  hereby  is  empowered, 
to  issue  his  warrant  to  some  principal  inhabitant  of  said 
Town  requiring  him,  to  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town 
qualified  according  to  law  to  vote   in   Town   affairs,    to 
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assemble  at  such  time  and  place  within  the  same  Town,  as 
shall  be  appointed  by  such  warrant,  to  chose  all  such  Officers 
as  other  Towns  within  this  Commonwealth  are  empowered 
to  chose,  in  the  month  of  March  or  April  annually;  and 
the  said  inhabitants  so  assembled  are  hereby  empowered 
to  chose  such  Officers  accordingly.

The  town  took  its  name  from  Col.  Josiah  Waters  named 
above.  Colonel  Waters  was  born  in  Boston  September  28, 
1749,  and  died  suddenly  at  Boston  December  18,  1805. 
He  was  a  merchant  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  that  town 
and  resided  at  No.  55  Newbury  street,  now  Washington 
street.  At  the  incorporation  of  the  town  he  presented  to 
it  its  first  record  book.  This  book  is  9}^  x  14  inches  and 
bears  upon  its  first  page  the  following  inscription  written 
in  a  very  large,  bold  hand  and  extending  from  the  top  to 
the  bottom  of  the  page : 

"To 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 

Waterborough

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The  first  town  meeting  was  called  by  Nathaniel  Wells, 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  who  was  authorized  by  the  act  of 
incorporation  to  issue  his  warrant  therefor  to  some  principal 
inhabitant  of  said  town,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1787, 
he  issued  his  warrant  for  a  meeting  to  be  holden  on  the  5th 
day  of  April,  following,  at  the  dwelling-house  of  Capt. 
John  Smith,  Innholder.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  his 
warrant  and  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of  said  town: 

"York  Ss  To  Andrew  Burley  a  Principal  Inhabitant  of 

the  Town  of  Waterborough 

Pursuant  to  an  Act  of  this  Commonwealth  intituled  an  Act 
for  incorporating  a  Plantation  in  the  County  of  York 
called  Massabesick,  by  the  Name  of  Waterborough;  you 
are  hereby  Required  in  the  Name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  to  Warn  the  Inhabitants  of  Said  Town 
quallified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  to  assemble  at  the  Dwelling 
house  of  Cap\  John  Smiths  In-holder  in  Said  Town  on 
Thursday  the  fifth  day  of  April  Next  at  Ten  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Forenoon  to  Choose  a  Town  Clerk  Town  Treasurer 
Select  Men  Constables  and  all  Such  other  Officers  as  other 
Towns  in  this  Commonwealth  are  empowered  to  Choose 
in  the  Month  of  March  or  April  annually,  hereof  Fail  not 
and  Make  Return  of  this  Warrant  with  your  doings  Thereon 
to  the  Said  Inhabitants  their  meeting  to  be  held  at  Time 
and  place  aforesaid  Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  at  Wells 
in  the  County  of  York  the  Twenty  first  day  of  March  Anno 
Domini

The  first  minister  in  the  town  was  Rev.  Pelatiah  Tingley, 
a  prior  resident  of  Sanford,  and  who  was  among  the  earlier 
settlers  of  the  town.  He  was  educated  as  a  Congregational- 
ist  but  later  espoused  the  belief  of  the  Free  Baptist  de- 
nomination. He  was  earnest  and  active  in  his  administra- 
tions, and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Free  Baptist 
Church  of  which  Elder  Henry  Hobbs  was  the  first  minister. 
He  died  at  Waterborough  and  his  remains  lie  buried  in  a 
little  graveyard  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town  and  his 
last  resting-place  is  marked  by  a  granite  monument  erected 
by  some  of  his  descendants  in  1851,  which  bears  the  follow- 
ing inscription:

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In  the  records  of  the  town  of  Sanford,  from  which  he 
came  to  Waterborough,  is  f omid  the  following  vote : 

"York  ss  Sanford     June  ye  28  1771 

Paletiah  Tingle  Whereas  you  have  come  into  this 
Towne  Withoute  Leav  of  the  Towne  This  is  to  warne  you 
forthwith  to  Departe  out  of  this  Towne  forthwith  for  Wee 
Disowne  you  for  an  inhabitant." 

This  vote  was  not  passed  because  he  was  an  undesirable 
citizen,  for  in  fact  he  was  a  most  exemplary  man  and  one 
much  beloved  and  honored;  but  it  was  solely  in  pursuance  of 
a  fundamental  principle  of  English  law  brought  to  this 
country  by  our  English  ancestors  and  which  is  nowhere 
better  stated  than  by  Col.  Josiah  H.  Benton  in  his 
valuable  work  entitled  "Warning  Out  in  New  England," 
"That  the  inhabitants  of  a  municipality  were  responsible 
for  the  conduct  and  support  of  each  other,  each  for  all  and 
all  for  each." 

It  was  held  at  that  time  that  the  responsibility  of  a 
municipality  necessarily  carried  with  it  the  power  to  exclude 
from  the  inhabitants  persons  for  whose  support  they  did 
not  desire  to  become  responsible,  and  for  a  period  it  was 
quite  customary  to  warn  out  all  new  comers  so  that  in  any 
event  they  might  not  become  a  charge  upon  the  pubUc. 

This  was  unquestionably  the  reason  for  this  vote,  for  as 
a  young  minister  it  was  not  likely  that  he  had  accumulated 
any  substantial  amount  of  property. 

The  first  church  was  organized  at  Waterborough  Old 
Corner,  October  27, 1791,  and  has  continued  in  a  flourishing 
condition  to  the  present  time.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev. 
Henry  Smith,  who  was  settled  in  1794  and  continued  in 
that  office  forty-two  years.  This  church  through  all  the 
changes  in  doctrinal  belief  has  remained  constant  to  its 
ancient  Baptist  faith. 

Nothing  is  known  of  any  educational  opportunities 
afiForded  the  children  of  the  Plantation  until  after  its  incor- 
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poration  as  a  town,  except  a  tradition  that  a  private  school 
was  taught  at  some  time  in  a  barn  at  Waterborough  Old 
Corner,  by  one  Alexander  Robinson.  At  a  town  meeting 
held  during  the  first  year  of  the  town's  existence  it  was  voted 
not  to  raise  any  money  for  schools,  but  in  1788  the  town 
voted  to  raise  sixty  pounds  for  that  purpose. 

The  first  physician  was  Thomas  Chase,  who  removed 
from  Berwick  to  Waterborough  and  who  emigrated  to  the 
former  place  from  New  Hampshire  or  Massachusetts. 
He  married  Mercy  Guptill,  who  was  probably  a  native  of 
Berwick.     They  had  five  sons  and  two  daughters: 

Amos,  who  went  to  Vermont  in  early  life. 
James,  who  married  Hannah  Stimpson. 
Eli,  who  married  Bridget  Davis. 
Abel,  who  married  Lydia  Stimpson. 
Lois,  who  married  Ephraim  Clark. 
Mercy,  who  married  Daniel  Hill. 

James  was  the  father  of  Joseph  Chase,  who  was  the  father 
of  John  H.  Chase,  now  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  the 
town,  and  of  Frank  J.  Chase,  a  highly  respected  resident 
and  a  successful  business  man  in  Boston. 

Dr.  Chase  died  in  1825. 

The  first  lawyer  was  Grove  Catlin,  who  came  to  Water- 
borough from  Sanford,  and  was  a  connection  of  the  Catlins 
of  Connecticut,  a  distinguished  family  in  that  state.  He 
married  at  Waterborough,  Theodosia  Wakefield,  probably 
of  that  town.  After  fifteen  years  practice  there  he  removed 
to  Cumberland  County. 

The  first  land  surveyor  was  James  Warren,  who  surveyed 
and  divided  the  town  into  lots  for  the  Proprietors,  and 
made  the  outline  plan  of  it  accompanying  the  petition  for 
its  incorporation. 

The  first  inn-keeper  was  Samuel  Dam,  members  of  whose 
family  "took  up"  the  land  and  water  rights  in  the  village 
known  as  "Dam's  Mills"  in  Newfield,  and  from  whom  the 
village  took  its  name. 
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The  first  village  was  called  " Waterborough  Old  Corner" 
and  still  bears  that  name.  The  second  was  Carle's  Corner, 
which  took  its  name  from  John  Carle,  who  came  from 
Scarborough,  Maine,  and  was  the  first  settler  in  that  im- 
mediate section  of  the  town,  and  from  Peter  Carle,  who 
built  what  was  known  as  the  "Old  Tavern  House"  which 
was  located  directly  in  front  of  the  house  built  by  James 
Leavitt  in  1850  and  now  owned  and  occupied  as  a  summer 
residence  by  his  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  Luella  A.  Frey.  John 
Carle  was  the  father  of  Peter  Carle,  aforesaid,  who  married 
Abigail  Hamilton,  and  of  Betsey  Carle  who  married  Ephraim 
Hamilton,  of  Abigail  Carle  who  married  Col.  John  Hamil- 
ton, Jr.,  and  of  Sarah  Carle  who  married  Benjamin  Ricker 
Hamilton. 

Thus  was  settled  and  organized  a  new  municipality  — 
the  home  of  the  Hamiltons,  my  birthplace  and  early  home.

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^{NTO  this  unnamed  and  almost  trackless  wilderness  during 
-^  the  last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century  came  from  Ber- 
wick, Maine,  Benjamin*  Hamilton,  James*  Hamilton,  Abel* 
Hamilton,  Richard*  Hamilton,  and  John*  Hamilton,  who 
were  the  sons  of  Benjamin^  Hamilton,  the  grandsons  of 
AbeP  Hamilton,  and  the  great-grandsons  of  David^  Hamil- 
ton, who  was  the  first  Hamilton  to  settle  in  New  England. 

These  five  brothers  constitute  the  "Hamiltons  of  Water- 
borough"  whose  ancestors  and  descendants  are  herein 
enumerated.  They  were  all  born  in  Berwick,  but  there 
is  no  record  of  the  date  of  the  birth  of  any  of  them.  Benja- 
min was  baptized  in  the  First  Parish  of  Berwick  February 
13,  1750.  The  others  were  baptized  in  the  Second  Parish  of 
Berwick:  James,  August  1,  1756;  Abel,  March  20,  1759; 
Richard,  November  1,  1761;  and  John,  February  3,  1767. 

Benjamin,  James,  Richard  and  Abel  settled  in  the  south- 
eastern portion  of  the  town,  near  Coxhall,  and  substantially 
on  the  line  of  the  highway  passing  over  the  ridge  east  of  the 
road  running  from  Waterborough  to  Waterborough  Centre, 
and  extending  into  the  present  town  of  Lyman;  and  com- 
mencing at  the  south  and  running  northerly  they  settled 
in  the  following  order:  Benjamin,  Richard,  James,  and 
Abel.  The  exact  spot  where  Benjamin  and  Richard  first 
settled  is  not  certainly  known.  Some  records  show  that 
they  were  in  Coxhall,  but  the  line  between  Coxhall  and 
Massabesick  and  Lyman  and  Waterborough  was  not  well

defined  and  subsequently  came  into  dispute,  and  was  not 
settled  until  a  much  more  recent  date.  Whether  they  in 
fact  changed  the  exact  place  of  their  residence  is  not  known, 
but  the  probabiHties  are  that  they  did  not. 

James  settled  on  the  spot  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
Mrs.  Benjamin  P.  Hamilton,  and  a  portion  of  the  house 
shown  in  a  picture  in  this  volume  as  her  residence  is  a  part 
of  the  house  originally  erected  by  James. 

Abel  settled  on  the  adjoining  farm,  and  his  house  was 
erected  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  from  the  house 
formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  Oliver  Hamilton. 

John,  who  came  some  years  later,  settled  on  the  trail 
which  is  now  known  as  a  "cross  road"  west  of  the  road 
running  between  Waterborough  and  Waterborough  Centre 
and  extending  from  that  road  to  the  highway  leading  from 
Waterborough  Centre  over  the  south  side  of  Ossipee  Hill 
and  thence  around  to  Waterborough  Old  Corner,  and  on 
the  farm  afterwards  owned  by  Adrial  Hamilton,  and  very 
recently  by  Ivory  W.  Hamilton  and  his  descendants. 

Benjamin,  the  father  of  those  five  brothers,  remained  at 
Berwick  while  his  four  sons  blazed  the  way  into  Massabesick 
wilderness  and  estabhshed  their  homes  in  that  Plantation, 
where  he  and  his  wife  and  youngest  son  undertook  to  join 
them.  While  on  the  journey  they  rested  over  night  in  what 
is  now  the  southern  part  of  the  town  of  Alfred,  where  the 
wife  of  Benjamin  was  massacred  by  a  wandering  band  of 
Indians  and  scalped  in  the  presence  of  her  young  son  John. 
The  place  was  pointed  out  frequently  by  him  during  his 
lifetime  to  his  son  Adrial,  and  by  him  shown  to  his  children 
and  grandchildren,  some  of  whom  are  now  living  and  from 
whom  these  facts  are  obtained.  It  was  with  a  sorrowing 
heart  that  Benjamin  finished  his  journey,  accompanied 
only  by  John. 

The  remains  of  this  Benjamin  and  his  sons,  Benjamin, 
James  and  Abel,  with  their  wives,  lie  buried  in  the  little 
cemetery  in  the  town  of  Lyman  near  the  Waterborough 
line,  and  their  last  resting-place  is  marked  by  a  granite 
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bowlder  erected  to  their  memory  by  some  of  their  descend- 
ants. It  is  probable  that  these  graves  are  the  most  ancient 
in  that  cemetery. 

History  has  not  recorded,  nor  has  tradition  handed  down 
to  us,  the  spot  where  lies  interred  the  body  of  the  mother 
of  the  "Hamiltons  of  Waterborough " ;  but  undoubtedly 
somewhere  on  that  beautiful  ridge  of  land  along  which  her 
sons  made  their  homes  lies  mingled  with  the  soil  all  that 
was  mortal  of  her  who  gave  birth  to  those  whose  history 
is  herein  written. 

Richard,  later  in  life,  removed  to  the  eastern  part  of  the 
state,  probably  near  the  St.  Croix  River,  and  little  has 
been  learned  of  him  since  that  time.  Neither  the  date  of 
his  death  nor  the  place  of  burial  is  known. 

John  was  originally  buried  on  the  home  place,  but  the 
remains  of  himself  and  wife  have  recently  been  removed 
to  the  cemetery  between  Waterborough  and  Waterborough 
Old  Comer. 

It  is  interesting,  and  sometimes  pleasant,  for  people  sur- 
rounded by  the  luxuries  of  the  present  civilization  to  con- 
template the  Hfe  which  was  led  by  those  hardy  pioneers. 

From  their  homes  on  or  near  the  shore  they  worked  their 
way  along  rough  roads  or  over  Indian  trails  into  an  almost 
unknown  wilderness,  unable  to  take  with  them  many  of 
the  comforts  of  the  homes  they  left. 

While  the  story  of  their  early  settlement  is  fascinating, 
we  cannot  realize  the  continuous  labor  they  performed  or 
the  hardships  they  endured.  We  can  only  picture  them 
with  ax  and  shovel  in  hand  laying  the  foundation  of  rude 
structures  for  houses,  clearing  small  patches  of  land  for 
cultivation,  planting  their  first  seed  in  the  soil  and  patiently 
waiting  its  growth  and  harvest.  They  constructed  their 
own  agricultural  implements  from  wood,  which  were  of 
the  rudest  character,  while  wagons  and  carriages  for  pas- 
senger service  were  unknown. 

They  brought  with  them  their  wives  and  loved  ones,  who 
cheerfully  participated  in  the  efforts  for  new  and  better 
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homes,  and  who  joyfully  looked  forward  to  improved  situa- 
tions in  life.  They  joined  in  the  struggle  and  nobly 
did  their  part.  While  the  men  worked  in  the  forest  they 
wrought  in  their  humble  homes.  They  not  only  at- 
tended to  the  ordinary  household  duties  as  now  understood, 
but  they  were  spinners,  weavers,  tailors,  dressmakers,  and 
milliners.  The  women  of  that  day  took  the  wool  freshly 
sheared,  washed,  cleansed,  sorted,  carded,  spun  and  wove  it 
into  cloth,  and  then  manufactured  it  into  clothing  for  their 
families. 

Such  were  the  accomplishments  which  adorned  the 
women  of  that  period. 

The  Dutch  oven,  the  baker,  the  flax  wheel,  spinning 
wheel,  and  loom,  afford  interesting  suggestions  of  domestic 
life  in  the  days  when  the  Hamiltons  settled  in  this  wilderness, 
and  such  as  were  in  common  use  in  the  Hamilton  families 
of  that  period. 
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^ir'HE  word  Hamilton  is  derived  from  Hamell,  a  man- 
^^  sion,  the  seat  of  a  freeholder,  and  dun  (Hamell- 
dun),  an  enclosure,  a  fortified  place,  a  town. 
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tifie  Cresit  anb  JHotto  of  tje 
Jlamilton  Jf  amilp 

'^ptr'HE  origin  of  the  crest  and  motto  upon  the  original 
^tai^  coat  of  arms  of  the  Hamilton  family  is  thus  narrated : 
Sir  Gilbert  Hamilton,  in  the  court  of  King  Edward  II, 
spoke  honorably  of  the  great  merit  of  Eang  Robert  Bruce, 
whereupon  John  de  Spencer,  an  officer  in  waiting,  and  the 
favorite  of  King  Edward,  thinking  the  discourse  reflected 
on  his  master,  gave  Sir  Gilbert  a  blow  which  he  so  highly 
resented  that  the  following  day  he  fought  and  killed  Spencer. 

The  friends  of  Sir  Gilbert,  well  knowing  that  King  Edward 
would  resent  the  death  of  his  favorite,  advised  him  to  leave 
England  and  go  to  Scotland,  which  he  did.  He  was  well 
received  by  King  Robert,  who,  to  make  him  amends  for  what 
he  had  forfeited  in  England  on  his  account,  generously 
rewarded  him  with  a  grant  of  the  lands  of  Cadzow,  now 
Hamilton. 

In  his  flight.  Sir  Gilbert,  being  closely  pursued  into  a 
wood,  he  and  his  servant  changed  clothes  with  two  wood 
cutters,  and  taking  their  saw,  were  cutting  through  an  oak 
tree  when  the  pursuers  passed. 

Perceiving  his  servant  to  take  notice  of  them,  he  hastily 
called  to  him  "Through"  which  word  with  the  oak  and  saw 
through  it,  he  took  for  his  motto  and  crest,  in  memory  of 
his  happy  deliverance. 
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'^ir'HE  ancestry  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Waterborough  is 
^^  traced  in  a  direct  male  line  from  Bernard,  a  Norman 
baron,  through  his  Norman,  EngHsh,  Scotch  and  American 
descendants  to  the  time  of  their  settlement  in  Massabesick 
Plantation  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century,  as 
shown  by  the  following  descending  line  compiled  from  the 
most  rehable  sources  in  the  history  of  these  nations. 


I.  Bernard,  a  Norman  baron,  and  near  kinsman  to 
Rollo,  the  first  Duke  of  Normandy,  who  was  the  heroic 
leader  of  the  first  colony  of  Normans  which  settled  in  France, 
is  believed  by  genealogical  writers  to  have  been  the  most 
remote  known  progenitor  of  the  Hamilton  family. 

He  was  appointed  by  Rollo  governor  to  his  son,  Duke 
William. 

He  married,  in  the  year  912,  Sphreta  de  Burgundia,  and 
had  issue: 


n.  TuRFUS,  OR  TuRLOFUS,  who  gavc  name  to  the  town 
of  Tourville  in  Normandy,  and  in  the  year  955,  married 
Emerberga  de  Brigenberg,  Lady  of  Pont  Audemar,  and  had 
issue : 


III.     TuRLOF,  OR  Ttjrolfe,  who,  in  right  of  his  mother, 
succeeded  to  the  lordship  of  Pont  Audemar. 

By  his  consort,  Wevia,  daughter  of  Harfust,  a  noble  Dane, 
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and  sister  of  Gunnora,  wife  of  Richard,  Duke  of  Normandy, 
grandfather  of  King  Wilham  I.,  he  had  issue: 

IV.  HuMFREY  DE  Vetulis,  Lord  of  Pont  Audemar, 
who  married  Albreda  de  la  Haie  Auberie,  she  being  of  a 
noble  family  in  Normandy,  and  had  issue: 

V.  Roger  de  Bellomonte,  Lord  of  Pont  Audemar, 
who  gave  name  to  the  town  of  Beaumont  in  Normandy. 

He  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  on  his  successful 
expedition  into  England  in  1066,  and  had  a  command  in 
the  army  sent  against  Malcolm  the  Third,  King  of  Scotland. 
The  Abbey  of  Preaux  in  Normandy,  the  foundation  of  which 
had  been  laid  by  his  father,  he  finished  and  endowed. 

He  married  Adelina,  only  daughter  of  Walleran,  Earl  of 
Mellent,  getting  with  her  the  Earldom  of  Mellent.  He  had 
issue : 

1.  Robert,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Henry  de  Newburg,  who,  in  the  year  1076,  was  created  Earl  of 

Warwick  by  Wilham  the  Conqueror. 

Roger  de  Bellomonte  became  a  monk  in  the  Abbey  of 
Preaux,  where  he  died  and  was  buried. 

VI.  Robert  de  Bellomonte,  Lord  of  Pont  Audemar 
and  Earl  of  Mellent,  elder  son  of  Roger,  accompanied 
William  the  Conqueror  into  England  and  acted  a  distin- 
guished part  at  the  battle  of  Hastings,  having  been  assigned 
the  command  in  the  Norman  army  of  the  right  wing  of  the 
infantry. 

The  Conqueror  nobly  rewarded  him  by  bestowing  upon 
him  many  manors  and  lordships  in  Leicestershire,  War- 
wickshire, Gloucestershire,  Northampton  and  Wilts. 

He  built  the  castle  of  Leicester,  where  he  lived  in  great 
splendor  during  the  reigns  of  William  the  Conqueror  and 
his  son,  William  Rufus,  but  still  retaining  possession  of 
his  Norman  estates. 
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On  the  accession  of  Henrj'^  the  First,  the  Earl  became  his 
chief  confidant  and  favorite  minister. 

In  the  year  1103,  King  Henry  the  First  created  him  Earl 
of  Leicester,  in  consideration  of  his  many  great  services, 
he  having  taken  a  chief  part  in  the  most  important  transac- 
tions of  the  reign  of  that  monarch. 

The  Earldom  of  Mellent  and  all  his  Norman  possessions 
the  Earl  had  given  to  his  son  Walleran,  who  was  confirmed 
in  the  earldom. 

When  Robert,  Earl  of  Mellent,  was  created  Earl  of 
Leicester  by  Henry  the  First,  he  assumed  for  his  arms  the 
armorial  bearings  of  the  Earls  of  Mellent,  viz.,  gules,  a 
cinquefoil  ermine,  and  to  denote  their  descent  from  him, 
the  Hamiltons  of  Scotland  carry  the  same  arms  with  the 
variation  of  three  cinquefoils  instead  of  one. 

His  works  of  piety  were  many;  he  rebuilt  and  endowed 
the  church  of  St.  Mary  at  Leicester. 

He  married,  in  1096,  Elizabeth  Isabella,  daughter  of 
Hugh  the  Great,  Duke  of  France  and  Burgundy,  Count  de 
Vermandois,  who  was  the  son  of  Henry  I.,  King  of  France, 
and  his  wife,  Anne,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Jaroslaus, 
Grand  Duke  or  Czar  of  Russia,  1015-1051. 

Henry  I.,  King  of  France,  was  the  son  of  Robert  the 
Pious,  King  of  France,  son  of  Hugh  Capet,  King  of  France, 
son  of  Hugh,  Duke  of  France,  and  his  wife  Hedwige,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  I.,  Emperor  of  Germany,  son  of  Otto  the 
Great,  Duke  of  Saxony,  son  of  Ludolph,  Duke  of  Saxony, 
and  his  wife  Hedwige,  daughter  of  Everard,  Duke  of  Friaul, 
and  his  wife  Gisela,  daughter  of  Louis  I.,  King  of  France, 
who  was  a  son  of  Charlemagne  (Charles  the  Great),  bom 
April  2,  742;  died  January  28,  814. 

He  was  King  of  France  768,  of  Italy  774  and  of  Germany 
785.  He  was  crowned  Emperor  of  the  West,  by  Pope 
Leo  III.,  at  Rome,  on  Christmas  Day  A.  D.  800.  Charle- 
magne made  all  heathen  nations  which  he  conquered 
receive  the  Christian  faith  and  so  caused  the  grand  revolu- 
tion of  Europe. 
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Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester,  had  issue : 

1.  Walleran,   Earl  of  Mellent,   who  succeeded  to  the  Norman 

estates,  and  in  the  year  1144,  was  created  Earl  of  Worcester 
by  King  Stephen. 

2.  Robert,  a  twin  with  Walleran,  second  Earl  of  Leicester. 

3.  Hugh,  who  in  1150,  was  created  Earl  of  Bedford  by  Bang  Stephen. 

4.  A  daughter,  who  married  Hugo  de  Castel  Novo. 

5.  Adelina,  who  married  Hugh  de  Montfort. 

6.  Elizabeth,  who  married  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Pembroke. 


Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester,  retired  to  Normandy,  where 
he  became  a  monk  in  the  Abbey  of  Preaux,  dying  there  2d 
June  1118,  at  an  advanced  age. 

VII.  Robert  de  Bellomonte,  surnamed  Bossu,  second 
Earl  of  Leicester,  inherited  all  his  father's  possessions  in 
England.  He  was  firmly  attached  to  the  interests  of  King 
Henry  the  First,  residing  much  about  his  court  and  attend- 
ing him  on  all  his  journeys,  having  been  with  the  King  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1135. 

For  a  period  of  fifteen  years  he  served  as  Chief  Justiciary 
of  England. 

He  married,  in  1119,  Amicia,  daughter  of  Ralph  de  Guader, 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  had  issue: 

1.  Robert,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Henry. 

3.  Geoffrey. 

4.  John. 

5.  Isabella,  who  married  Simon,  Earl  of  Huntington. 

6.  AviCE,  who  married  William,  Earl  of  Gloucester. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  time,  the  Earl, 
some  years  before  his  death,  renounced  the  world  and 
became  a  monk  in  the  Abbey  of  St.  Mary  de  Pratis  in  Nor- 
mandy, where  in  the  year  1168,  he  died  and  was  buried. 

VIII.  Robert  de  Bellomonte,  surnamed  Blanchemaine, 
third  Earl  of  Leicester,  took  active  part  in  the  conspiracy 
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which  was  formed  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  the  Second,  to  depose  that  monarch  and  place  his 
son,  Prince  Henry,  on  the  throne. 

He  ordered  his  vassals  to  join  the  confederates  and  he 
accompanied  the  Prince  and  the  Earl  of  Flanders  to  the 
coast,  preparatory  to  a  projected  invasion  of  England  to 
support  the  insurrection. 

His  vassals,  together  with  the  forces  of  the  confederacy, 
appeared  in  arms  in  the  centre  of  the  kingdom. 

They  fortified  the  town  and  castle  of  Leicester,  but 
before  they  had  time  to  take  the  field,  Richard  de  Lacy, 
the  Chief  Justiciary,  who  remaining  faithful  to  the  King 
in  this  crisis,  hastily  collected  forces  which  marched  against 
and  totally  dispersed  the  confederates,  then  ordered  a  gen- 
eral assault  upon  the  city  of  Leicester. 

Later  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  with  his  troops,  went  to 
Suffolk,  the  inhabitants  of  which  county  did  not  oppose 
his  cause. 

He  made  himseK  master  of  the  castle  of  Framlingham. 
His  army  then  marched  toward  the  centre  of  the  kingdom, 
being  encountered  at  Farnham  by  the  Justiciary  and  his 
forces,  which  had  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the 
High  Constable  and  other  barons.  After  a  short  but 
bloody  contest  the  Earl's  troops  gave  way  and  were  dis- 
persed. 

The  Earl  and  several  noblemen  of  his  party  were  made 
captive  and  sent  to  Normandy  by  order  of  King  Henry. 
The  Earl  was  imprisoned  and  all  his  possessions  confiscated. 
The  castle  of  Leicester  was  later  recovered  by  the  vassals 
of  the  Earl. 

After  peace  had  been  estabUshed  between  King  Henry 
and  the  confederates,  the  Earl  of  Leicester  still  remained 
in  confinement  in  Normandy  and  England  until  January 
1177,  when  all  his  possessions  were  restored  to  him  except 
the  castle  and  lands  of  Mountsorel  in  Leicestershire  and  the 
castle  of  Pacy  in  Normandy. 

He  married  Petronilla,  daughter  and  sole  heiress  of  Hugh 
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de  Grandmesnil,  Lord  of  Hinckley  and  Great  Steward  of 
England,  getting  with  her  the  whole  estates  and  honors  of 
Hinckley  and  succeeding  to  the  Great  Stewardship.  By 
her  he  had  issue: 

1.  Robert,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Roger, 

3.  William, 

4.  Amicia,  who  married  Simon  de  Montfort,  the  Pope's  general  in 

the  crusade  against  the  Waldenses  and  Albigenses, 

5.  Margaret,  who  married  Sayer  de  Quincey,  Earl  of  Winchester 

in  England  and  Winton  in  Scotland. 


In  the  year  1190,  the  Earl  of  Leicester  made  a  pilgrimage 
to  the  Holy  Land,  died  on  his  passage  in  the  Mediterranean, 
and  was  buried  at  Duras,  Greece. 


IX.  Sir  William  de  Hamilton,  third  son  of  Robert, 
third  Earl  of  Leicester,  is  said  to  have  been  the  founder  of 
the  illustrious  house  of  Hamilton,  and  to  have  assumed  his 
surname  from  the  place  of  his  birth. 

It  is  stated  that,  about  the  year  1215,  he  went  to  Scotland 
to  visit  his  sister,  the  Countess  of  Winchester,  her  husband, 
Sayer  de  Quincey,  Earl  of  Winchester,  being  a  son  of  Robert 
de  Quincey,  who  went  to  Scotland  in  the  reign  of  William 
the  Lion  and  married  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  a  Scottish 
noble,  whereby  he  came  to  have  extensive  possessions  in 
Scotland. 

Their  son,  Roger  de  Quincey,  Earl  of  Winchester,  was 
Lord  High  Constable  of  Scotland. 

Roger,  the  brother  of  Sir  William,  had  preceded  him  to 
Scotland  and  was  made  Chancellor  of  that  kingdom  in  1178, 
Bishop  of  St.  Andrews  in  1189,  died  in  1202,  and  was  buried 
in  the  church  of  St.  Rule. 

While  in  Scotland,  Sir  William  de  Hamilton  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Gilbert,  Earl  of  Strathern, 
a  lady  of  the  first  rank  and  quaUty  in  the  kingdom. 

Conflicts  between  England  and  Scotland  made  it  neces-

sary  for  him  to  return  to  England  to  save  his  estates  from 
confiscation. 

The  conflicting  statements  of  noted  writers  in  reference 
to  the  descent  of  the  family  of  Hamilton  from  the  Earls 
of  Leicester  leave  in  doubt  whether  Sir  William  Hamilton 
was  the  individual  member  of  the  Bellomonte  family  who 
was  the  founder  of  the  house  of  Hamilton,  but  the  belief 
that  the  family  of  Hamilton  is  descended  from  the  Earls 
of  Leicester  is  supported  by  the  concurring  statements  of 
many  distinguished  genealogists  and  may  be  safely  relied 
upon. 

It  is  evident  that  Hamilton  as  a  surname  was  assumed 
from  the  manor  of  Hamilton  in  the  parish  of  Barkby,  county 
Leicester,  this  manor  being  the  inheritance  of  the  Earls 
of  Leicester,  by  whose  grant  the  Hamiltons  acquired  the 
same. 

The  Hamiltons  of  this  manor  being  a  branch  of  the 
Leicester  family  carried  the  same  arms  as  the  Earls  of 
Leicester,  with  the  variation  of  thi-ee  cinquefoils  instead 
of  one,  as  a  mark  of  cadency. 

Burton,  in  his  history  of  Leicestershire,  states  that  in 
his  time  the  arms  of  these  Hamiltons  were  emblazoned  on 
the  principal  window  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  de  Castro 
in  the  city  of  Leicester,  being  placed  next  to  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  Earls  of  Leicester,  and  having  the  name  Hamil- 
ton below  the  shield  to  denote  to  whom  it  belonged. 
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'^frHE  Scottish  family  of  Hamilton,  the  head  of  which  was 
^^  recognized  by  parliament  as  the  presumptive  heir  to 
the  Scottish  throne  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary,  is  believed 
to  have  derived  its  origin  from  the  great  Norman  race  of 
Bellomonts,  Earls  of  Leicester,  through  the  Lords  of  the 
manor  of  Hamilton  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  who  are 
considered  to  have  been  a  branch  of  the  Bellomont  family. 
One  argument  for  this  theory  was  that  the  armorial  bearings 
of  the  Hamiltons,  three  cinquefoils,  were  a  variation  of 
the  single  cinquefoil  of  the  Leicester  family;  the  ancient 
Lords  of  the  manor  of  Hamilton  and  the  Hamiltons  of  Scot- 
land bearing  for  their  arms  three  cinquefoils  ermine,  on  a 
field  gules,  whereas  the  Bellomonts,  Earls  of  Leicester,  bore 
one  cinquefoil  ermine,  on  a  field  gules. 


I.  Sir  Gilbert  de  Hamilton  was  the  first  of  the  family 
who  settled  in  Scotland,  this  being  in  the  reign  of  Alexander 
the  Second,  with  whom  he  was  in  great  favor. 

He  is  believed  to  have  been  a  son  of  Sir  Wilham  de 
Hamilton,  who  went  to  Scotland  in  the  year  1215,  and  later 
returned  to  England. 

In  a  charter  of  12  December  1272,  by  Thomas  of  Cragyn 
or  Craigie,  to  the  monks  of  Paisley  of  his  church  of  Craigie 
in  Kyle,  Gilbert  de  Hameldun  appears  as  witness. 

He  married  Isabella,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Randolph  of 
Strathdon,  sister  of  Thomas,  Earl  of  Murray,  afterward 
governor  of  Scotland,  and  by  her  he  had  issue: 
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1.  Sir  Walter,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Sir  John,  of  Rossaven. 

3.  Hugo. 

II.  Sir  Walter  de  Hamilton,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Gilbert, 
appears  under  the  designation  of  Walter  Fitz  Gilbert.  The 
earliest  record  we  find  of  him  is  10  January  1294,  when  he 
appears  as  one  of  the  witnesses  to  a  charter  by  James,  the 
High  Steward  of  Scotland,  to  the  monks  of  Paisley,  granted 
at  his  manor  of  Blackhall  in  Renfrewshire. 

In  the  Homage  Roll  of  28  August  1206,  his  name  occurs 
among  the  lairds  who  swore  fealty  at  Berwick.  He  remained 
an  English  partisan  until  the  battle  of  Bannockburn,  at 
which  time  he  was  captain  of  the  garrison  of  Bothwell  Castle. 

Soon  afterward  he  joined  the  party  of  Bruce,  and  King 
Robert  bestowed  on  him  the  barony  of  Cadzow  in  Lanark- 
shire, also  several  other  baronies  and  various  other  lands 
in  Wigtownshire  and  Linlithgowshire. 

He  was  Justiciary  of  Lanark  in  1321,  and  later  he  was 
knighted. 

At  the  battle  of  Halidon  Hill  he  was  present  and  fought 
in  the  High  Steward's  division. 

Sir  Walter  Fitz  Gilbert  married  first  a  lady  named 
Helen,  but  whose  surname  is  not  known;  secondly  Mary 
Gordon,  daughter  of  Sir  Adam  Gordon  of  Gordon,  and  had 
issue: 

1.  Sir  David,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  John. 

III.  Sir  David  de  Hamilton,  elder  son  of  Sir  Walter, 
probably  succeeded  his  father  before  1346.  He  was  a 
faithful  adherent  to  the  interests  of  King  David  the  Second 
and  accompanied  that  monarch  in  all  his  excursions  into 
the  northern  counties  of  England. 

At  the  battle  of  Durham,  17  October  1346,  he  was  taken 
prisoner  with  the  King,  but  was  soon  liberated  upon  pay- 
ment of  a  heavy  ransom.     He  was  knighted  prior  to  1361. 
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When  the  succession  to  the  crown  of  Scotland  was  settled 
on  John,  Earl  of  Carrick  and  his  successors  at  Scone,  Sir 
David  appears  as  one  of  the  Barons  in  the  Parliaments  of 
Scotland  on  27  March  1371  and  4  April  1373. 

He  married  Lady  Margaret  Leslie,  daughter  of  William, 
Earl  of  Ross,  son  of  Hugh,  Earl  of  Ross,  by  his  wife.  Lady 
Matilda  Bruce,  sister  of  Robert  L,  King  of  Scotland,  and 
daughter  of  Robert  Bruce,  Earl  of  Annandale  and  Carrick, 
who  was  the  son  of  Robert  Bruce,  Earl  of  Annandale,  a 
claimant  to  the  crown  of  Scotland,  1290,  as  nearest  kin 
to  Alexander  HI.  He  was  the  son  of  Robert  de  Brus  or 
Bruce,  Earl  of  Annandale,  and  his  wife  Lady  Isabel  de 
Huntingdon,  daughter  of  David,  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  son 
of  Henry,  Earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Northumberland,  son 
of  David  I.,  King  of  Scotland,  who  was  a  brother  of  Matilda, 
wife  of  Henry  I.,  King  of  England,  who  was  a  son  of 
William  the  Conqueror. 

David  I.  was  the  son  of  Malcolm  III.,  of  Scotland  and 
his  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Edward  the  Exile,  Prince 
of  England,  son  of  Edmund  II.,  King  of  England,  son  of 
Ethelred  II.,  King  of  England,  son  of  Edgar  the  Peaceful, 
King  of  England,  son  of  Edmund  I.,  King  of  England,  son 
of  Edward  the  Elder,  King  of  England,  son  of  Alfred  the 
Great,  Eng  of  England,  born  in  the  year  849  and  died  Oc- 
tober 28,  901,  the  foremost  figure  in  early  English  history. 

Sir  David  de  Hamilton  had  issue: 

1.  Sir  David,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Sir  John,  of  Fingaltoun. 

3.  Walter. 

4.  Alan. 

5.  A  daughter,  who  married  Simon  Roberton  of  Earnock. 

IV.  Sir  David  de  Hamilton,  eldest  son  of  Sir  David, 
was  the  first  of  his  family  who  adopted  the  title.  Lord  of 
Cadzow. 

He  was  highly  esteemed  by  King  Robert  the  Second, 
by  whom  he  was  knighted,  and  who,  in  1377,  made  him  a 
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grant  of  the  lands  of  Bothwell  Muir.  He  was  also  the  owner 
of  the  lands  of  Clonesynach,  Bernis,  and  Auldlands,  in  the 
county  of  Renfrew. 

He  was  living  in  October  1381,  but  must  have  died  prior 
to  1392,  when  his  son  was  Lord  of  Cadzow. 

Sir  David  married  Janet  Keith,  only  daughter  of  Sir 
William  Keith  of  Galston,  and  had  issue : 

1.  Sir  John,  who  succeeded  him. 

2.  Sir  William. 

3.  Andrew. 

4.  John,  secundus. 

5.  George. 

6.  Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  Alexander  Fraser  of  Cowie. 


V.  Sir  John  de  Hamilton,  Lord  of  Cadzow,  eldest  son 
of  Sir  David,  succeeded  his  father  before  1392. 

He  was  superior  of  the  lands  of  Balderston  in  Linlithgow- 
shire, of  which  lands  he  granted  a  charter  to  Adam  For- 
rester on  3d  March  1395.  In  1398,  when  returning  from 
France  with  Sir  John  Hamilton  of  Fingaltoun  and  some 
other  Scottish  gentlemen,  they  were  captured  at  sea  by  the 
English,  and  upon  complaint  made  by  the  Scottish  govern- 
ment to  King  Richard  that  they  were  captured  in  violation 
of  the  truce  between  Scotland  and  England,  the  King  issued 
an  order  dated  28  October  1398,  for  them  to  be  liberated, 
the  ship  and  goods  restored  or  their  value  refunded. 

Sir  John  Hamilton  was  one  of  the  Scottish  commissioners 
appointed  for  receiving  the  oath  of  King  Richard  for  the 
fulfilment  of  the  truce  with  Scotland  in  the  year  1399. 
Some  time  after,  he  was  present  on  the  borders  with  the 
Duke  of  Albany,  when  he  and  the  Duke  of  Lancaster,  on 
the  part  of  England,  prolonged  the  truce  between  the  two 
countries. 

He  married,  about  1388,  Jacoba,  daughter  of  Sir  James 
Douglas  of  Dalkeith,  and  had  issue: 

1.  Sir  James,  who  succeeded  him,  and  whose  eldest  son,  James, 
was  the  first  Lord  Hamilton,  ancestor  of  the  Dukes  of  Hamilton. 
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2.  David. 

3.  Thomas,  ancestor  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Raploch. 

4.  Catherine,  who  married  Sir  William  Baillie  of  Lamington. 


VI.  Thomas  Hamilton,  third  son  of  Sir  John  de  Hamil- 
ton, Lord  of  Cadzow,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Raploch 
family.  He  is  mentioned  in  the  Foedera  Anglise  as  having 
been  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the  hands  of  the  English,  and  an 
order  was  issued  by  King  Henry  the  Fifth,  dated  12  April 
1413,  to  release  him  from  the  Tower  of  London. 

He  married  first  Helen,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Douglas 
of  Lochleven,  and  had  issue:

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I.  Thomas  Hamilton,  second  son  of  Thomas  Hamilton 
of  Raploch,  was  the  first  of  the  family  of  Torrance.  He  is 
designed  of  Torrance  in  a  charter  mider  the  great  seal,  in 
the  year  1468. 

He  married  the  heiress  of  Torrance  of  that  Ilk,  getting 
with  her  the  lands  of  Torrance,  and  by  her  he  had  issue:

John  Hamilton  of  Torrance,  eldest  son  of  Thomas 
of  Torrance,  "was  witness  to  a  charter  from  James,  Lord 
Hamilton,  to  the  community  and  baillies  of  his  burgh  of 
Hamilton,  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  the  Haugh  of  Hamilton, 
and  a  bakehouse  with  a  common  muir  and  green,  of  date 
23  October  1475." 

He  appears  to  have  married  Janet,  daughter  of  Parklie, 
of  that  Ilk,  near  Linlithgow,  and  had  issue:

James  Hamilton  of  Torrance,  eldest  son  of  James 
of  Torrance,  had  a  charter  "to  James  Hamilton  of  Torrance 
and  Christian  Stewart,  his  spouse,  of  the  lands  of  Braehead, 
the  lands  of  Croce,  and  the  half  of  the  lands  of  Browsters- 
land,  in  the  county  of  Lanark,"  dated  12  June  1540;  also 
another  charter  of  the  church  lands  of  Torrance,  dated  13 
February  1545. 

He  married  Christian  Stewart,  a  daughter  of  Stewart  of 
Minto,  and  had  issue :

3.  Thomas,  of  Inchmachan. 

4.  Alexander,  of  Innerkip.

V.  Robert  Hamilton  of  Torrance,  eldest  son  of  James 
of  Torrance,  "married  a  daughter  of  the  Goodman  of 
Glaister  and  niece  to  the  sheriff  of  Ayr."     They  had  issue: 

1.  Matthew,  his  heir. 

2.  James,  of  Peill. 


VI.  IVIatthew  Hamilton  of  Torrance,  elder  son  of 
Robert  of  Torrance,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Hamiltons  of 
Westburn.  He  married  a  daughter  of  Muirhead  of  Lau- 
chope,  and  had  issue: 

1.  James,  his  heir. 

2.  Alexander. 

3.  Archibald. 

4.  Andrew,  of  Westburn. 
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^ir'HE  descent  of  this  family  from  the  house  of  Torrance 
^^  is  decidedly  proven  from  the  Diploma  of  Armorial 
Bearings  which  was  in  the  possession  of  Gabriel  Hamilton 
Dmidas  of  Westburn  and  Duddingston  and  which  was 
granted  to  his  ancestor,  Gabriel  Hamilton  of  Westburn, 
about  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century.

I.  Andrew  Hamilton  of  Westburn,  a  cadet  of  the 
Hamiltons  of  Torrance,  is  believed  to  have  been  a  son  of 
Matthew  Hamilton  of  Torrance. 

His  name  first  appears  in  1604,  in  a  deed  under  the 
Privy  Seal,  and  again  in  the  Commissary  Records  of  Glas- 
gow, of  the  date  13th  November  1618.     He  had  issue: 

1.  Gabriel,  his  heir. 

2.  David,  who  came  to  America  in  1651. 


II.  Gabriel  Hamilton  of  Westburn,  elder  son  of 
Andrew,  lived  during  Cromwell's  usurpation  and  the  reign 
of  Charles  the  Second. 

He  was  one  of  the  Committee  of  War  for  the  County  of 
Lanark  in  the  year  1648. 

After  the  Restoration  he  underwent  much  persecution 
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because  of  his  religious  opinions,  and  in  1662  was  fined  by 
the  Earl  of  Middleton  in  the  sum  of  £1000  Scots. 

He   married   Margaret   Cunninghame,    daughter   of   the 
Knight  of  Gilbertfield,  and  had  issue: 

1.  Gabriel,  his  heir. 

2.  Archibald,  who  succeeded  his  brother. 

3.  James. 

4.  Anne,  who  died  unmarried  in  February  1674.

Gabriel  Hamilton  died  in  September  1669,   as  appears 
from  his  will,  registered  of  date  7th  July  1670. 


ni.  Gabkiel  Hamilton  of  Westburn,  eldest  son  of 
Gabriel  of  Westburn,  also  suffered  much  persecution  during 
the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second  for  his  firm  adherence  to 
his  religious  opinions. 

In  the  year  1676,  under  an  accusation  of  having  fre- 
quented conventicles,  he  was  imprisoned,  and  refusing  to 
purge  himself  by  oath,  after  three  months'  imprisonment, 
he  was  released  upon  payment  of  a  fine  of  1000  merks. 

He  was  again  imprisoned  in  1683,  but,  demanding  a  trial 
and  nothing  appearing  against  him  in  the  precognition,  he 
was  again  released. 

He  had  a  charter  under  the  great  seal,  "Gabrieli  Hamil- 
ton de  Westburn,  dimidietatis  baroniae  de  Carmunnock," 
dated  3d  June  1670. 

Dying  without  issue,  he  was  succeeded  by  his  brother 
Archibald  Hamilton  of  Westburn,  who  married  first  a 
daughter  of  Hay  of  Craigenethan,  and  had  no  issue.  He 
married  secondly  Margaret,  daughter  of  Claud  Hamilton 
of  Barnes,  by  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Walter  Stewart  of  Allan- 
toun,  and  his  wife  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Hamil- 
ton of  Broomhill,  and  sister  of  the  first  Lord  Belhaven. 
They  had  issue: 
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1.  Gabriel,  his  heir. 

2.  Robert,  who  died  without  issue. 

3.  Anne,  who,  in  1734,  married  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller  of  Millheugh, 
minister  of  Hamilton. 


Their  son,  John  Miller,  was  the  celebrated  Professor  of 
Law  in  the  University  of  Glasgow,  and  the  author  of  "Essays 
on  the  British  Constitution"  and  the  "Origin  of  Ranks."

1.  David^  Hamilton,  the  progenitor  of  the  Hamiltons 
of  Waterborough,  was  the  son  of  Andrew  Hamilton  of 
Westburn,  a  cadet  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Torrance,  and  was 
born  between  1620  and  1630,  in  or  a  short  distance  from  the 
town  of  Hamilton,  which  is  eleven  miles  southeast  of  Glas- 
gow in  Scotland.  All  the  Hamiltons  in  that  part  of  Scot- 
land, led  by  the  great  Duke  of  Hamilton,  adhered  to  the 
Stuart  dynasty,  and  were  among  the  most  trusted  and 
vigorous  supporters  of  the  royal  cause.  As  will  be  seen, 
he  belonged  to  the  "Hamiltons  of  Westburn,"  which  was 
a  barony  of  the  County  of  Lanark.  Just  what  it  included 
is  at  this  time  quite  unknown.  The  family  was  known  as 
"The  Hamiltons  of  Westburn"  and  adopted  a  coat  of  arms 
which  is  displayed  in  Scottish  Heraldry. 

David  had  a  brother  by  the  name  of  Gabriel,  and  the 
name  continues  among  his  descendants  for  several  genera- 
tions, and  is  not  found  in  any  other  family  of  Hamiltons, 
either  in  Scotland  or  England,  during  the  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  centuries. 

David  was  taken  a  prisoner  either  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar 
on  the  3d  day  of  September,  1650,  or  at  the  battle  of 
Worcester  on  the  3d  day  of  September,  1651,  and,  with 
others,  transported  to  America. 

On  the  8th  day  of  November  (old  style)  1651-2,  there 
sailed  from  Gravesend,  a  short  distance  from  London,  Eng- 
land, on  the  Thames,  a  vessel  called  the  "John  &  Sara," 
John  Greene,  Master,  bound  for  New  England  and  con- 
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signed  to  "Mr.  Thomas  Kemble  of  charles  Towne  by  Jo: 
Beex,  Robt.  Rich  and  Willjam  Greene,"  and  from  that 
point  to  the  Barbadoes,  with  such  goods  as  the  said  Kemble 
should  conceive  would  be  turned  to  the  best  account  in 
the  Barbadoes  and  there  consigned  to  Mr.  Charles  Rich. 
This  consignment  contained  "Jronworke  and  house  hold 
stuffe  and  other  provisions  for  planters  and  Scotch  prisoners 
freed  by  ordinance  date  20th  of  October  1651." 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  consignment  including  the 
list  of  Scotch  prisoners:

It  is  impossible  in  these  modern  times  to  conceive  the 
physical  suffering  or  the  mental  anguish  of  these  loyal 
Scotchmen,  taken  from  the  prison  pens  in  which  they  had 
been  confined  from  the  time  of  their  capture  and  sent 
across  the  ocean  huddled  together  in  the  hold  of  a  little 
sailing  vessel,  martyrs  to  a  cause  as  righteous  as  the  liberty 
of  worship,  and  subjected  in  a  new  and  unknown  land  to 
all  the  indignities  of  years  of  servitude. 

Volumes  have  been  written  depicting  the  terrible  experi- 
ences of  that  little  band  of  Pilgrims  who  voluntarily  left 
their  homes  for  a  land  where  neither  bishop  nor  king  could 
dominate  their  conscience,  and  with  the  hope  and  purpose 
of  founding  a  government  and  establishing  a  form  of  religion 
suited  to  their  own  convictions,  and  who,  in  fact,  did  found 
a  government  which  has  been  the  marvel  of  all  the  nations. 

Monuments  have  been  erected  to  perpetuate  their  mem- 
ory. Eloquence  and  song  have  combined  for  nearly  three 
centuries  to  make  forever  historic  their  purposes  and  their 
deeds.  The  nobility  and  purity  of  their  purpose  and  the 
grandeur  of  their  achievements  will  inspire  the  generations 
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of  men  so  long  as  the  blessings  of  a  free  conscience  and  a 
free  government  shall  endure. 

But  to  David  Hamilton  and  his  compatriots  no  hand  of 
a  Samoset  from  his  far  away  eastern  home  was  extended 
in  kindly  greeting;  but  with  "Jronworke  and  house  hold 
stuff e  and  other  provisions  for  planters  and  Scotch  prisoners  " 
they  were  disposed  of  by  Thomas  Kemble  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage of  his  "loving  friends,  Jo:  Beex,  Rob''  Rich  and 
Will  jam  Greene." 

Yet  from  these  loins  have  sprung  hearts  as  true,  men  as 
noble,  women  as  pure,  as  any  whose  fame  has  resounded 
through  the  corridors  of  the  centuries,  and  in  whose  veins 
courses  the  blood  of  a  Bradford  or  a  Winthrop.  Modest 
in  their  conception  of  their  own  merit;  unmindful  of  the 
fascinations  of  place  and  the  glamor  of  wealth,  and  regard- 
less of  their  thousand  years  of  lineage,  they  have  walked 
uprightly  in  the  presence  of  men  and  have  adorned  the 
sphere  in  which  they  moved. 

Nothing  is  known  of  David  Hamilton  after  his  landing 
at  Charlestown  for  some  years,  when  he  appeared  in  Dover, 
New  Hampshire,  where  he  had  undoubtedly  gone  after  a 
period  of  servitude  in  Massachusetts,  attracted  by  the 
settlements  of  Scotch  there  and  in  that  vicinity,  and  espe- 
cially by  that  settlement  in  York  (now  called  Scotland) 
where  he  could  feel  the  touch  and  hear  the  voice  of  a  fellow 
countryman,  which  must  have  been  grateful  indeed  to  him 
after  his  years  of  banishment,  whatever  may  have  been  his 
surroundings.  It  is  probable  that  he  was  indentured  as 
a  servant  to  some  person  in  Massachusetts  upon  practically 
the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  some  of  those  who  were 
taken  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar  the  year  before  and  sent  to 
this  country,  as  set  forth  in  a  letter  from  Rev.  John  Cotton 
to  Oliver  Cromwell  in  relation  thereto,  dated  at  "Boston 
in  N.  E.  28.  of  5th  1651,"  of  which  the  following  is  an 
extract : 

"The  Scots,  whom   God   delivered  into  your  hands  at 
Dunbarre,  and  whereof  sundry  were  sent  hither,  we  have 
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been  desirous  (as  we  could)  to  make  their  yoke  easy.  Such 
as  were  sick  of  the  scurvy  or  other  diseases  have  not  wanted 
physick  and  chyrurgery.  They  have  not  been  sold  for 
slaves  to  perpetual  servitude,  but  for  6  or  7  or  8  yeares, 
as  we  do  our  owne;  and  he  that  bought  the  most  of  them 
(I  heare)  buildeth  houses  for  them,  for  every  four  an  house, 
layeth  some  acres  of  ground  thereto,  which  he  giveth  them 
as  their  owne,  requiring  3  dayes  in  the  weeke  to  worke  for 
them  (by  turnes)  and  4  dayes  for  them  themselves,  and 
promiseth,  as  soone  as  they  can  repay  him  the  money  he 
layed  out  for  them,  he  will  set  them  at  liberty." 

During  these  long  years  of  war,  imprisonment,  servitude 
and  struggle,  the  heart  of  David  Hamilton  beat  true  to  his 
first  love  whom  he  left  behind  in  Lanarkshire  when  he  cast 
in  his  fortunes  with  the  royal  cause  to  battle  for  its  suprem- 
acy; and  through  the  doubt  and  defeat  of  that  period  her 
love  never  languished,  and  when  her  father,  Richard  Jack- 
son, who  had  been  banished  by  the  same  decree  and  trans- 
ported to  America  in  the  same  vessel  with  David  Hamilton, 
had  worked  out  his  own  servitude  and  cleared  for  himself 
a  little  home  on  the  westerly  bank  of  the  beautiful  and 
historic  Saco,  bade  her  mother,  her  brother  and  herself 
join  him,  she  left  her  desolate  home  in  Scotland  with  a 
heart  bounding  with  hope  and  expectation.  July  14th, 
1662,  after  years  of  sorrow  and  separation,  these  childhood 
lovers,  near  where  the  great  river  mingles  its  chastened 
waters  with  the  mighty  deep,  and  without  a  sigh  for  their 
old  try  sting-place  in  the  "hame  countree"  "plighted  their 
troth." 

The  record  found  in  the  city  clerk's  office  in  Biddeford, 
Maine,  is  as  follows: 

"David  Hamilton  mary*^  to  Annah  Jaxson  July  14-1662." 

For  years,  and  perhaps  centuries,  a  vague  tradition  has 
prevailed  in  the  Hamilton  family  that  when  the  first  emigrant 
of  that  name  left  his  Scottish  home  for  America  the  girl 
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whose  affections  he  enjoyed  presented  him  a  Bible  for  his 
companion  and  guide  in  the  new  world  where  they  hoped 
to  found  a  new  home;  that  afterwards  in  that  home  they 
used  together  in  their  daily  devotions  the  same  book  which 
had  been  a  sacred  connecting  link  while  the  broad  expanse 
of  the  Atlantic  lay  between  them. 

Exhaustive  research  has  not  verified  the  truth  of  this 
legend  in  its  entirety,  but  this  much  is  absolutely  true:  A 
number  of  years  ago  Miss  Margaret  E.  Hamilton  of  Wake- 
field, Massachusetts,  who  traces  her  descent  from  David 
Hamilton  in  the  following  line:

and  who  is  a  most  enthusiastic  lover  of  the  name,  a  devoted 
believer  in  the  right  of  Charles  II  to  the  throne  of  England, 
and  an  ardent  student  in  the  history  of  one  of  the  great 
English  and  Scotch  families,  while  on  a  visit  to  her  grand- 
mother in  Maine  found  by  accident  a  volume  entitled:

This  has  been  derisively  styled  "King  Charles's  Bible." 
On  one  of  the  fly  leaves  is  written  "David  Hamilton,  his 
book"  and  the  motto  "Et  arma  et  virtus,"  which  is  the 
motto  on  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Westburn. 

There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  about  the  identity  and 
authenticity  of  this  volume. 

Miss  Hamilton  has  graciously  permitted  the  reproduction 
in  this  volume  of  the  title  page  and  the  fly  leaf  of  that 
volume.  It  gives  some  credence  to  the  tradition  referred 
to,  and  of  itself  is  evidence  that  David  belonged  to  the 
Westburn  family,  and,  coupled  with  other  known  facts,  is 
conclusive  upon  that  point. 

The  coat  of  arms  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Westburn  as  given 
by  Nisbet  in  his  mammoth  work  is  also  reproduced. 

On  July  26,  1665,  David  Hamilton  signed  a  petition 
praying  that  Portsmouth  or  Strawberry  Bank,  Dover, 
Exeter  and  Hampton  should  be  freed  from  the  jurisdiction 
of  Massachusetts. 

Prior  to  his  marriage  David  Hamilton  acquired  rights  in 
a  parcel  of  land,  containing  twenty  acres,  in  the  town  of 
Dover  (now  RoUinsford),  New  Hampshire,  on  the  Newi- 
chawannock  River  between  Quamphegan  Falls  and  St. 
Albans  Cove,  on  which  he  erected  a  house  to  which  he  took 
his  bride,  and  where  they  lived  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  later  acquired  a  legal  title  to  this  property  by  a  deed 
from  Benjamin  Grant  dated  October  7th,  1669,  who  acquired 
the  same  by  a  deed  from  the  town  of  Dover.  This  land 
lies  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  from  the  homestead  of 
the  late  Col.  Jonathan  Hamilton,  in  South  Berwick,  Maine, 
and  in  a  diagonal  direction  up  the  river,  on  which  it  has  a 
frontage  of  twenty  rods. 

The  title  from  the  town  of  Dover  to  the  present  time  is 
as  follows: 

1658.  Dover  to  James  Grant,  then  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  a  grant  of  twenty 
acres,  next  adjoining  to  Henry  Magoun's  lot  between  St.  Albans  Cove 
and   Quamphegan   fall,   bounded  southeasterly  by  Newwichawannock 
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River;  northeasterly  by  Thomas  Canney's;  northwesterly  on  commons; 
and  southwesterly  on  Henry  Magoun's  lot.

All  these  mortgages  have  been  discharged  on  the  records.  William  R. 
Garvin  is  still  alive  and  about  80  years  old.  The  invariable  description 
in  the  mortgages  above  mentioned  is : 

"Second  the  old  orchard  lot,  so  called,  bounded  Northerly  by  land 
of  A.  J.  Neally  Easterly  by  Quamphegan  River,  so  called.  Southerly  by 
the  Whitehouse  lot,  so  called,  and  the  lane  leading  thereto,  and  Westerly 
by  the  highway  leading  from  Samuel  Hale's  House  to  Fresh  Creek,  said 
to  contain  eight  acres,  more  or  less.  Third,  the  Hanson  field,  so  called, 
directly  west  of  the  last  tract,  boimded:  Northerly  by  the  Neally  land. 
Easterly  by  the  above  mentioned  Road  and  Southerly  by  the  Road, 
leading  from  Whitehouse  lane  to  the  Timipike,  Said  to  contain  Fifteen 
acres  more  or  less." 

This  abstract  is  made  so  that  any  one  who  may  desire  can 
follow  it  with  ease  and  locate  the  spot  where  David  and 
Annah  Hamilton  lived.  The  exact  location  of  the  house, 
however,  is  not  known,  but,  for  prudential  reasons,  it  was 
probably  erected  on  the  elevation  some  distance  from  the 
river. 

A  map  of  the  vicinity  prepared  by  Everett  S.  Stackpole 
for  use  in  his  "Old  Kittery  and  Her  Famihes,"  and  for  which 
I  am  indebted  to  him,  is  reproduced,  and  plans  showing 
the  boundary  of  David's  lot  and  some  of  the  neighboring 
farms  have  been  prepared  for  this  volume. 

Upon  this  httle  lot  of  land  above  described,  bordering 
on  what  is  now  the  Salmon  Falls  river,  David  and  his  wife 
lived  and  reared  their  family.  He  was  slain  by  the  Indians 
September  28th,  1691.  The  record  of  this  fact  is  found 
in  Rev.  John  Pike's  journal  and  is  accepted  as  authentic 
by  Quint  and  all  the  other  historians  and  genealogists  of 
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Dover  and  vicinity,  and  is  recorded  in  the  New  Hampshire 
State  papers,  volume  2,  page  16,  as  follows: 

"1691-1692,  September  28th.  David  Hamilton,  Henry 
Childs,  etc.,  were  slain  by  the  Indians  at  Newichawannock." 

The  date  of  the  death  of  his  wife  is  unknown,  and  their 
burial  place  has  never  been  discovered. 

In  tracing  this  title  it  will  be  observed  that  on  March 
28,  1698,  the  selectmen  of  Dover  conveyed  this  land  to 
Thomas  Potts,  and  the  consideration  for  said  conveyance 
is  stated  in  the  foregoing  extract:  "of  his  maintaining  of 
David  Hamilton,  the  eldest  son  of  David  Hamilton,  the 
Hoole  terme  of  his  life."  This  conveyance  was  made  by 
virtue  of  an  order  of  the  president,  council  and  assembly 
of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire,  dated  January  1,  1697, 
in  answer  to  a  petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Dover  alleging 
that  David  Hamilton  was  a  town  charge  and  praying  that 
"the  selectmen  have  power  to  dispose  of  what  estate  and 
movables  the  said  David  Hamilton  hath  left  for  the  sub- 
sistence of  the  said  Hamilton,"  public  notices  having  been 
given  to  the  relations  of  said  Hamilton  by  order  of  council 
that  they  should  appear  at  the  General  Sessions  and  As- 
sembly if  they  had  anything  to  object  why  it  should  not  be 
granted,  but  none  appearing  it  was  ordered  that  "the 
selectmen  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  sale  of  part  or 
all  the  lands  of  the  estate  within  the  town  of  Dover  belong- 
ing to  said  Hamilton  and  improve  the  same  for  his  main- 
tenance." 

In  pursuance  of  said  order,  on  the  28th  day  of  March, 
1698,  the  selectmen  of  Dover  conveyed  to  Thomas  Potts 
a  certain  parcel  of  land  in  accordance  with  certain  "artikells" 
formerly  drawn  between  said  selectmen  and  said  Potts. 

This  record  is  upon  page  54  of  volume  3  of  the  Province 
Papers  of  New  Hampshire.  On  page  117  of  the  same  volume 
appears  the  reading  of  the  council  of  the  petition  of  Gabriel 
Hamilton  relating  to  the  estate  of  his  father,  David  Hamil- 
ton, deceased,  which  estate  was  ordered  by  the  governor 
and  council  in  1697  to  be  sold  by  the  selectmen  of  Dover 
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for  the  maintenance  of  his  brother,  David  Hamilton, 
deceased.  On  page  118  of  the  same  volume  it  appears 
that  an  order  was  issued  to  such  of  the  selectmen  of  Dover 
as  might  be  hving  to  appear  at  the  general  assembly  and  bring 
in  a  particular  account  of  the  said  estate  and  of  the  charge 
they  have  been  at  in  the  maintenance  of  David  Hamilton, 
deceased.  On  page  125  of  the  same  volume,  under  date 
of  March  7,  1700,  it  appears  that  Gabriel  Hamilton  and 
the  selectmen  met  and  the  selectmen  were  not  ready,  but 
prayed  for  more  time  because  the  notice  was  too  short  for 
them  to  prepare  their  account.  This  was  granted  and  the 
hearing  postponed  to  the  next  session.  No  further  hearing 
took  place  and  the  presumption  is  that  the  matter  was 
settled  between  the  selectmen  and  the  members  of  the 
Hamilton  family. 

These  records  show  conclusively  that  David  and  Gabriel 
Hamilton  were  the  sons  of  David  Hamilton  and  that  David 
was  the  eldest  son. 

In  the  early  New  Hampshire  records  at  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Historical  Society  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  may  be  found 
the  record  of  the  birth  of  Solomon  Hamblton,  son  of  David 
Hamblton,  born  10th  August,  1666,  also  Jonathan,  son  of 
David  Hamblton,  born  20th  December,  1672. 

The  above  constitutes  all  the  record  evidence  that  has 
been  found  of  the  births  of  the  children  of  David  Hamilton; 
but  the  contemporary  evidence  of  the  birth  of  at  least 
three  more  sons,  Abel  or  Abell,  Bial  or  Abial,  and  Jonas, 
is  conclusive. 

From  all  the  evidence  obtainable,  it  would  appear  that 
the  children  of  David^  and  Annah  (Jaxson)  (Jackson) 
Hamilton  were  at  least  seven  in  number,  all  sons.  There 
is  no  evidence  of  any  daughters.  The  record  shows  that 
Solomon  was  born  August  10th,  1666,  and  Jonathan,  Decem- 
ber 20th,  1672.  The  other  dates  are  conjectural;  but  the 
order  of  their  birth  and  approximate  dates  as  given  seem  to 
be  in  accordance  with  well-known  facts  in  the  history  of  the 
family.

Jonas  Hamilton  removed  to  New  London,  Ct.,  and  a 
short  sketch  of  him  and  his  descendants  may  be  found  in 
the  Wickwire  Genealogy. 
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2.  Abel^  Hamilton  {David}) ,  the  sixth  son  of  David^  and 
Annah  (Jaxson)  (Jackson)  Hamilton,  was  bom  at  Newicha- 
wannock,  about  1676,  but  the  exact  date  of  his  birth,  mar- 
riage or  death  is  unknown.  There  is  no  record  of  the  name 
of  his  wife,  except  as  found  in  one  deed  executed  by  her 
as  Deborah  Hamilton. 

He  is  referred  to  in  a  deed  from  WiUiam  Stiles  to  John 
Robinson  dated  December  16,  1709,  as  having  received 
a  grant  of  fifty  acres  of  land  May  24,  1699.  He  witnessed 
a  deed  from  Richard  Rogers  to  Nicholas  Go  wen,  October 
16,  1702;  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the  town  of  IGttery, 
containing  fifty  acres.  May  10,  1703;  agreed  to  convey 
twenty-five  acres  of  land  to  Bial  Hamilton,  March  26, 1705; 
purchased  fifty  acres  of  land  of  Paul  Wentworth,  April  7, 
1707;  was  elected  a  hog-reeve  in  Berwick  for  the  years  1721, 
1722  and  1731;  executed  a  deed,  in  which  his  wife  Deborah 
joined,  to  Roger  Plaisted  of  seven  acres  of  land,  October 
4,  1709;  witnessed  a  deed  from  John  Smith  to  Caleb  Mad- 
dock,  July  9,  1728.  January  17,  1740/41,  he  appears  as 
the  obligee  in  a  bond  for  his  support  from  his  son  Benjamin 
Hamilton,  in  which  mention  is  made  of  two  other  children, 
Joseph  and  Mary,  and  in  which  Benjamin  refers  to  a  deed 
to  him  of  one  half  of  his  father's  estate.  The  following  is 
a  copy  of  said  bond : 

"Kjiow  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I,  Benjamin 
Hambleton  of  Berwick  in  the  County  of  York  within  his 
Majesty's  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  bay,  husbandman, 
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am  holden  and  stand  firmly  bound  and  obliged  unto  my 
honored  father  Abel  Hambleton  of  the  same  Town,  County 
and  Province  aforesaid,  yeoman,  in  the  full  and  just  sum 
of  five  hundred  pounds  money  of  New  England  to  be  paid 
unto  him  my  said  father  Abel  Hambleton  his  certain  At- 
torney Heirs,  Executors  or  Assigns:  To  the  which  payment 
well  and  truly  to  be  made  I  bind  myself  my  heirs  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns  firmly  by  these  presents. 
Sealed  with  my  seal  and  dated  this  17th  day  of  January 
Anno  Domini,  1740/1  and  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  his 
Majesty's  Reign  over  Great  Britain,"  etc. 

"The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that 
whereas  the  above  named  Abel  Hambleton  my  father  has 
given  me  the  above  bounded,  Benjamin  Hambleton,  a  deed 
of  gift  bearing  even  date  with  these  presents  for  one  half 
of  his  estate  as  per  the  deed  sets  forth  with  these  conditions. 
That  if  I  the  above  bounded  Benjamin  my  heirs  executors 
or  assigns  shall  after  the  date  of  these  presents  provide  for  and 
take  good  care  of  my  aged  mother,  all  the  remainder  of  her 
natural  lifetime  and  provide  her  decent  apparel,  provision 
drink  washing  and  lodging  with  my  father  both  in  sickness 
as  well  as  in  health  in  a  decent  and  good  manner,  and  at 
her  death  to  give  her  a  decent  burial  and  to  take  the  same 
care  of  my  father  with  my  brother  Joseph  Hambleton  who 
is  obliged  to  provide  for  my  said  father,  in  hke  manner  as 
before  mentioned,  and  say  of  the  above  articles  be  fulfilled 
and  complied  with  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  father  and  son, —  With  that  I  the  said  Benjamin  Hamble- 
ton do  further  oblige  myself  and  heirs,  that  at  the  decease 
of  my  father  to  pay  to  my  sister  Mary  Hambleton  or  her 
assigns  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  lawful  money  of  New 
England,  and  if  I  do  that,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void 
and  of  no  effect,  otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force  and 
virtue.

The  date  of  the  birth  of  these  children,  except  John,  is 
unknown. 

March  28,  1736,  he  owned  the  covenant  and  was  baptized 
in  the  first  Congregational  Church  in  Berwick,  Maine. 

March  26, 1736/7,  he  was  chosen  a  hog-reeve  in  Berwick. 

November  22,  1741,  he  was  received  into  the  First  Con- 
gregational Church  of  Berwick. 

June  30,  1750,  and  December  1,  1753,  he  is  referred  to 
as  owning  lands  in  Berwick. 

March  14,  1757,  he  was  chosen  a  field  driver  and  fence 
viewer  in  the  town  of  Berwick. 

In  about  1780,  while  on  his  way  from  Berwick  to  Massa- 
besick,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  youngest  son,  his  wife 
was  slain  and  scalped  by  a  wandering  band  of  Indians.     In 
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later  years  John  gave  most  vivid  accounts  of  the  tragedy, 
and  pointed  out  to  his  son,  Adrial,  the  very  spot  by  the 
edge  of  a  spring  where  the  fatal  blow  was  inflicted,  and  Adrial 
pointed  out  the  spot  to  his  children  and  grandchildren, 
one  of  whom  is  now  living,  Mrs.  Susan  A.  Locke  of  Somers- 
worth,  New  Hampshire.  The  story  is  an  accepted  fact  in 
the  family. 

The  remains  of  Benjamin^,  alongside  of  those  of  his  three 
sons:  Benjamin,  James  and  Abel,  lie  buried  in  the  little 
graveyard  in  the  town  of  Lyman  near  the  Waterborough 
line. 

In  the  first  census  of  the  United  States,  taken  in  1790, 
there  appear  among  other  residents  of  the  town  of  Water- 
borough,  the  following  names  of  heads  of  families:  Benja- 
min Hamilton,  James  Hamilton,  Abel  Hamilton,  Richard 
Hamilton  and  John  Hamilton.

ber of  the  governor's  council  1837  to  1839.  He  was  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  from  1821  to  1834,  chaplain  of  the  4th 
Regiment  of  Maine  Militia  1828  to  1839,  and  a  member  of 
the  convention  when  Maine  was  organized  as  a  separate 
state. 

He  was  baptized,  probably  by  Rev.  Pelatiah  Tingley, 
October  4,  1799;  recommended  to  "improve  his  gifts" 
January  2,  1780,  and  was  ordained  as  a  Free  Will  Baptist 
minister  May  22,  1781. 

He  was  the  clerk  of  the  meeting  of  a  "few  general  pro- 
vision Baptists"  who  met  at  the  house  of  James  Carlisle 
on  November  1,  1798,  which  resulted  in  the  organization 
of  the  church  known  as  the  "First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
of  Waterborough,"  or  "Elder  Henry  Hobbs'  Church." 
He  was  the  first  pastor  of  this  church  and  instrumental  in 
building  the  meeting  house  on  Ossipee  Hill,  which  was  used  as 
a  place  of  worship  until  some  time  after  his  death  and  after- 
wards as  a  town  house. 

He  was  an  able  and  successful  preacher  of  the  gospel. 

His  death  occurred  at  Waterborough,  March  20,  1848, 
and  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  burial  place  on  the 
farm  which  he  owned  and  occupied  for  many  years.

He  was  a  man  of  strong  personality  and  fixed  in  his 
views,  some  of  which  verged  upon  eccentricity.  About 
1830,  he  conceived  the  idea  of  building  a  ship  upon  Ossipee 
Hill  and  hauling  it  from  that  point  to  the  ocean.  In  this 
enterprise  he  was  ridiculed  by  his  neighbors  and  friends. 
He,  however,  persisted,  and  when  the  ship  was  completed 
he  called  upon  the  farmers  of  Waterborough,  Limerick, 
Shapleigh,  Newfield  and  Alfred  to  assist  him  in  the  "  haul- 
ing." They  cheerfully  responded,  and  the  vessel  was 
launched.  The  captain  made  several  coastwise  voyages  in 
her,  and  one  or  more  to  the  West  Indies. 

It  is  said  that  the  team  was  so  long  that  the  drivers 
could  not  be  heard  from  one  end  of  it  to  the  other.  The 
cargo  from  Ossipee  Hill  to  the  point  of  launching  consisted 
of  hay  for  the  oxen,  and  provisions,  including  a  barrel  of 
New  England  rum  for  the  teamsters. 

He  and  his  family  resided  on  the  northeastern  slope  of 
Ossipee  Hill,  where  his  wife  died  November  16,  1872,  and 
he  died  November  13,  1884.

As  a  boy  and  young  man  he  unhesitatingly  and  with 
force  proclaimed  himself  in  favor  of  the  total  suppression 
of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  being  a  disciple  of  Neal 
Dow,  and  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  slavery,  in  which 
he  followed  the  teachings  of  the  most  radical  abolitionists 
of  his  day. 

After  the  usual  life  of  a  boy  in  that  vicinity,  working  on 
the  farm  in  the  summer  and  attending  the  district  school  in 
the  winter,  he  went  to  Boston  to  seek  his  fortune,  and  at 
once  obtained  employment  in  a  shoe  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment. 

July  31,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  the  2d  Mass.  Light  Battery 
for  three  years,  and  was  discharged  for  disability  October 
18,  1862,  at  New  Orleans,  La. 

During  the  summer  of  1861  he  was  in  Baltimore  and 
eastern  Virginia.  Early  in  1862  he  was  in  Baltimore  and 
later  was  at  Fortress  Monroe  at  the  time  of  the  fight  between 
the  Monitor  and  Merrimac.  He  took  part  in  the  excursion 
and  attempted  siege  of  Vicksburg  under  Admiral  Farragut, 
and  also  in  the  engagement  at  Baton  Rouge  and  the  skir- 
mishing which  followed.  Returning  to  New  Orleans  he 
was  honorably  discharged. by  reason  of  disability. 
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After  a  year  and  a  half  spent  near  home  in  recovering 
his  health,  he  re-enlisted  March  16,  1864,  to  serve  three 
years  in  Co.  K,  32d  Regiment,  Maine  Volunteers,  Capt.

June  19,  1864,  at  Petersburg  he  was  wounded  in  his 
left  leg  from  a  spent  ball,  and  three  days  after  he  was  in- 
jured in  his  right  elbow,  causing  the  loss  of  the  use  of  his 
arm,  and  on  July  22  he  was  again  injured  by  the  explosion 
of  a  shell.

16.  Benjamin  Ricker^  Hamilton  (James,*  Benjamin,* 
Abel,^  David}),  son  of  James*  and  Elizabeth  (Ricker)  Hamil- 
ton, was  born  at  Waterborough,  Maine,  January  18,  1795. 
He  attended  the  district  school  at  Waterborough  Old 
Corner  when  in  session  during  the  winter  months  until  he 
was  sixteen  years  of  age,  where  he  "learned  to  read,  write 
and  cipher."  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  attended  the  Acad- 
emy at  Limerick,  then  just  organized,  for  two  terms.  There 
he  began  the  study  of  the  English  grammar,  which  he 
subsequently  introduced  into  the  schools  of  Waterborough, 
in  which  he  taught  during  the  winter  seasons  for  twenty- 
five  years,  the  remainder  of  the  time  being  devoted  to 
farming,  which  subsequently  became  his  sole  occupation. 

He  served  his  town  as  one  of  the  school  committee  during 
the  years  1824,  1825  and  1827;  as  town  clerk  in  1832,  col- 
lector of  taxes  in  1847;  selectman,  assessor  and  overseer 
of  the  poor  during  the  years  1854,  1855,  1856  and  1857; 
in  all  of  which  positions  he  was  a  faithful,  painstaking 
official. 

After  the  retirement  of  Rev.  Henry  Hobbs  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  justice  of  the  peace,  a  commission  which  he  held 
until  his  age  unfitted  him  for  its  duties.  During  his  con- 
tinuance in  this  office  most  of  the  local  controversies,  of 
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which  there  were  many,  were  heard  by  him  and  his  judicial 
fairness  was  well  recognized  in  his  jurisdiction.  He  was 
commonly  known  as  "Squire  Hamilton." 

From  youth  to  old  age  he  was  accustomed  to  read  the 
Bible  and  was  a  supporter  and  attendant  upon  church 
services  without  regard  to  denominational  belief.  How- 
ever, in  1872,  he  became  connected  with  the  Calvin  Baptist 
Church  at  Waterborough  Centre,  which  was  the  legiti- 
mate successor  of  the  church  of  the  same  denomination, 
whose  organization  had  been  allowed  to  lapse,  somewhere 
between  1830  and  1840.  He  was  an  advocate  of  all  moral 
reforms,  especially  of  temperance,  and  was  president  of 
the  first  temperance  organization  in  the  town. 

He  was  slow  of  movement  and  deliberate  in  his  speech, 
yet  his  mind  worked  logically  and  with  more  than  usual 
accuracy.  He  was  a  public-spirited  citizen  and  an  upright 
man.  He  died  at  Waterborough,  September  25,  1878, 
lamented  by  all  who  knew  him. 

He  married,  June  23,  1813,  Sarah  Carle,  born  August  4, 
1796,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Morrill)  Carle,  and  sister 
of  Abigail  Carle  who  married  his  brother.  Col.  John  Hamil- 
ton. She  was  also  the  sister  of  Peter  Carle  who  married 
Abigail  Hamilton,  sister  of  Benjamin  Ricker  and  Col. 
John  Hamilton. 

The  locality  in  which  she  was  born  afforded  at  that  time 
absolutely  no  opportunities  for  obtaining  a  knowledge  of 
the  outer  world,  and  such  education  as  she  received  was 
acquired  in  her  home  life  and  especially  after  her  marriage, 
which  took  place  at  the  early  age  of  seventeen  years.  She 
soon  took  on  the  joys  and  burdens  of  motherhood,  and  to 
her  were  born  seven  children  —  six  boys  and  one  girl. 
She  possessed  a  physique  of  great  endurance,  a  strong 
natural  mental  endowment  and  a  determined  will.  Quick 
in  thought  and  action,  it  may  well  be  conceived  that  she 
was  the  inspiring  spirit  in  the  household  over  which  she 
presided,  and  of  which  she  was  in  fact  the  mistress.  She 
was  somewhat  austere  in  her  appearance  and  gave  expres- 
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sion  to  her  views  in  a  manner  which  commanded  respect 
if  not  always  conviction. 

Her  nature  was  profoundly  religious,  and  after  the  work 
of  the  week  had  been  performed  and  the  necessary  labor 
of  the  Sabbath  finished,  she  would  spend  a  large  part  of 
the  holy  afternoon  surrounded  by  her  family  in  reading  the 
Scriptures  and  hynms  from  a  little  hymn  book  which  she 
cherished  with  unwonted  care.  There,  sitting  in  the  middle 
of  the  kitchen  in  her  little  home-made  rocking  chair,  the 
Sim  pouring  its  rich  radiance  through  the  great  western 
window,  she  would  raise  her  spectacles  to  the  top  of  her  head, 
close  her  eyes,  and  ponder  as  did  Mary  of  old;  a  picture  of 
faith,  peace  and  hope  which  through  all  the  years  has  lingered 
in  the  heart  of  one  to  whom  those  hours  were  the  most 
sacred  of  boyhood  life.

Modest  in  his 
demeanor,  he  avoided  public  oflSce  and  everything  that 
savored  of  notoriety.  His  skill  and  tender  ministrations 
on  July  27,  1837,  made  the  writing  of  this  volume  possible. 
He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
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of  which  he  was  clerk  from  March  29,  1834  to  March  29, 
1851.

5,  1822.  He  had  the  usual  district  school  education.  He 
was  more  or  less  of  an  invalid  in  early  life,  but  in  middle 
age  became  entirely  restored  and  was  a  strong  and  vigorous 
man  to  the  day  of  his  death,  which  occurred  at  Water- 
borough July  25,  1886. 

He  took  an  interest  in  public  affairs  and  was  well  equipped 
in  town,  state  and  national  matters.  He  took  a  lively  in- 
terest in  all  matters  relating  to  education  and  took  great 
pride  in  giving  his  children  collegiate  courses. 

He  married.  May  2,  1862,  Emily  Clement  of  Brownfield, 
Maine.  Mrs.  Hamilton  is  a  woman  of  remarkable  strength 
of  character,  and  after  her  husband's  death,  carried  out 
their  joint  desires  for  the  education  of  their  children,  all  of 
whom  are  now  occupying  important  and  honorable  positions 
in  the  world's  work.  She  resides  at  Waterborough  on  the 
farm  cleared  by  her  husband's  grandfather,  James*  Hamil- 
ton. She  is  a  daughter  of  Clark  and  Lorania  (Bean) 
Clement.  Obadiah  Clement,  her  great  great  grandfather, 
emigrated  from  France  to  Quebec,  Canada,  and  is  said  to 
have  built  the  first  mills  in  Quebec,  which  were  burned 
during  Queen  Anne's  war.  From  Quebec  the  family  came 
to  Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  in  1742,  and  subsequently 
to  Maine.     Her  mother,  Lorania  Bean,  descended  from  John

has  had  many  distinguished  descendants  who  have  had  mili- 
tary tastes  and  who  participated  in  King  Philip's  War,  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  War  of 
1812,  the  Mexican  War  and  the  Civil  War.

40.  Porter®  Hamilton  {Benjamin  R.,^  James,*  Ben- 
jamin,^ Abel,^  David}),  son  of  Benjamin  Ricker^  and  Sarah 
(Carle)  Hamilton,  was  born  at  Waterborough,  Maine, 
March  1,  1814.     Early  in  life  he  learned  the  wheelwright 
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trade,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  apprenticeship,  estab- 
lished a  manufactory  of  carriages  and  sleighs  at  Carle's 
Corner,  in  which  his  brother  Jason  and  Theodore  Stone 
soon  became  connected,  and  in  which  a  prosperous  business 
was  carried  on  for  a  number  of  years.  In  the  meantime 
Jason  had  learned  the  art  of  carriage  painting  and  from  their 
factory  were  turned  out,  without  the  aid  of  any  machinery 
whatever,  vehicles  which  stood  the  wear  of  more  than  an 
entire  generation. 

After  the  dissolution  of  the  firm,  Porter  purchased  what 
was  known  as  the  "Burbank  store"  and  carried  on  the 
business  of  a  country  store  until  it  was  destroyed  by  fire 
in  February,  1852.  He  rebuilt,  but  after  a  few  years  sold 
out  and  again  devoted  himself  to  carriage  building  and 
farming. 

In  1863  he  was  appointed  deputy  jailor  and  landlord  of 
the  "County  House"  at  Alfred,  Maine,  a  position  which  he 
held  two  years,  until  a  change  in  the  administration  of  the 
county  affairs  took  place.  He  then  removed  to  Saco,  Maine, 
where  he  continued  the  manufacture  of  carriages  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  suddenly  at  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan,  October  16,  1884,  while  on  the  route 
to  visit  his  son  who  resided  in  Traverse  City,  in  that  state. 

He  was  representative  to  the  state  legislature  in  1853. 
He  held  the  office  of  selectman,  assessor,  and  overseer  of 
the  poor  in  Waterborough  for  the  years  1857  and  1858,  and 
deputy  sheriff  of  York  County  from  1863  to  1865. 

In  temperament  and  disposition  he  closely  resembled 
his  father,  though  quicker  and  more  alert.  In  private  and 
social  life  he  was  conservative  and  careful  of  the  rights 
and  feelings  of  others,  and  through  his  individuality  ran  a 
vein  of  humor  that  made  him  a  welcome  guest  and  delight- 
ful companion. 

He  married  at  Waterborough,  May  18,  1843,  Sally  Hill, 
born  at  Waterborough,  December  25,  1819,  died  at  Saco, 
Maine,  September  18,  1901,  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Betsey 
Hill  of  Waterborough.     Mrs.  Hamilton  was  a  woman  of 
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domestic  character  and  was  devoted  to  her  home,  where 
she  entertained  her  friends  in  a  lavish  manner.  She  was 
fully  the  equal  of  her  husband  in  humor  and  reminiscence, 
and  no  more  delightful  companionship  could  be  found  than 
in  their  company.

Alonzo^  Hamilton  {Benjamin  R.,^  James,*  Ben- 
jamin,^ Abel,^  David}),  son  of  Benjamin  Ricker^  and  Sarah 
(Carle)  Hamilton,  was  born  at  Waterborough,  Maine, 
October  1,  1816.  He  left  his  home  at  the  age  of  sixteen, 
to  begin  work  as  a  boy  in  the  store  of  Deacon  Joseph  Snow 
in  Saco,  Maine.  After  a  few  years  he  made  such  headway 
that  he  opened  a  small  dry  goods  store  on  Factory  Island, 
which  he  carried  on  alone  and  in  connection  with  his  brother, 
Benjamin  Franklin,  until  he  removed  to  Boston  in  1852, 
to  join  the  firm  of  Turner,  Wilson  &  Company,  dry  goods 
importers  and  jobbers,  which  firm  afterwards  became 
Wilson,  Hamilton  &  Company  and  later  A.  Hamilton  & 
Company.  This  last  named  firm  occupied  the  square 
bounded  by  Devonshire,  Franklin  and  Congress  Streets, 
at  the  time  of  the  great  Boston  fire  in  November,  1872, 
when  everything  was  destroyed.  Later  a  new  organization 
was  formed  carrying  on  a  similar  business  at  the  corner  of 
Summer  and  Kingston  Streets,  which,  after  some  years, 
was  dissolved.  He  then  engaged  in  the  wholesale  manu- 
facture of  cloaks  on  Kingston  Street,  in  which  business  he 
was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

While  living  in  Saco  he  became  interested  in  shipping 
and  foreign  commerce  and  was  ship's  husband  in  all  those 
vessels  in  which  he  was  a  part  owner.  After  removing  to 
Boston  he  continued  his  interest  in  shipping  in  connection 
with  the  famed  ship  brokers,  Thayer  and  Lincoln.

Fred  Carle  Hamilton 
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For  many  years  he  was  interested  in  the  development  of 
real  estate  in  Dorchester,  and  Hamilton  Avenue  was  named 
by  the  City  of  Boston  in  his  honor.  The  only  public  office 
he  ever  held  was  representative  to  the  legislature  of  Maine 
from  Saco  in  the  year  1849. 

He  was  connected  with,  and  a  strong  supporter  of,  the 
Unitarian  Church  in  Saco,  and  in  Boston  was  a  member  of 
Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale's  church,  being  an  intimate  friend 
of  that  distinguished  divine. 

His  manner  was  courtly  and  his  presence  commanding; 
rapid  in  his  reasonings  and  firm  in  his  convictions,  his  yea 
was  yea  and  his  nay  was  nay,  but  he  had  a  kind  and  generous 
spirit  which  won  the  love  and  respect  of  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.  He  died  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  February 
11,  1889. 

He  married  at  Norridgewock,  Maine,  December  26, 
1839,  Mary  A.  Chase,  who  died  at  Dorchester,  October  19, 
1911,  daughter  of  Jotham  S.  Chase  of  Waterborough.  Mrs. 
Hamilton  had  an  imposing  presence,  a  charming  personality 
and  a  refined  nature.  She  was  an  assiduous  student  of 
the  works  of  nature  and  especially  in  the  floral  kingdom. 
She  was  a  friend  of  the  poor  and  constantly  sought  oppor- 
tunity to  aid  those  who  were  in  need,  helping  to  make  many 
a  desolate  home  more  comfortable  and  happy.  She  was 
much  beloved  by  a  very  wide  circle  of  friends  and  acquaint- 
ances.

42.  Benjamin  Franklin'  Hamilton  {Benjamin  R.,^ 
James,*  Benjamin,^  Abel,"^  David}),  son  of  Benjamin  Ricker^ 
and  Sarah  (Carle)  Hamilton,  was  born  at  Waterborough, 
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Maine,  February  20,  1819.  He  was  their  third  son  and 
was  born  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  town  of  Water- 
borough,  which  was  frequently  spoken  of  as  "  Chadbourne's 
Ridge,"  on  a  farm  called  the  "Sedgely  Place,"  which  his 
father  "carried  on"  for  some  years.  His  early  life  was 
spent  on  this  farm  and  on  a  small  place  near  Carle's  Comer, 
a  short  distance  east  of  the  location  of  the  present  town 
house  and  grammar  school  building.  He  had  only  the 
advantages  of  the  district  schools  in  those  two  localities, 
which  were  open  three  or  four  months  in  each  year.  The 
remainder  of  his  time  was  spent  upon  the  farms. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  went  to  work  in  a  country 
store  at  Carle's  Corner,  kept  by  James  M.  Burbank,  who 
afterwards  became  a  prominent  citizen  of  York  County, 
holding  the  oflSce  of  sheriflF  for  many  years,  and  at  the 
same  time  was  engaged  in  various  kinds  of  business  and 
especially  in  extensive  lumbering  operations.  Remaining 
with  Mr.  Burbank  two  years,  he  then  went  to  Saco  as  a 
clerk  for  his  brother  Alonzo,  who  had  established  a  "dry 
and  fancy  goods"  business  in  that  town  and  later  became 
a  partner  with  him,  their  store  being  located  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Main  Street  on  Factory  Island.  In  a  short  time, 
by  their  integrity,  courtesy  and  fair  dealing,  they  not  only 
built  up  the  largest  business  in  that  section  of  the  state, 
but  attracted  the  attention  of  that  portion  of  the  business 
world  with  which  they  were  brought  in  contact. 

In  1852  Messrs.  Turner,  Wilson  &  Company  of  Boston, 
large  jobbers  and  wholesale  dealers  in  dry  goods,  were 
seeking  a  young  man  to  take  charge  of  the  purchasing  of  a 
particular  portion  of  the  goods  in  which  they  were  dealing. 
From  an  acquaintance  with  these  two  men,  and  from  the 
fact  that  the  wife  of  Alonzo  Hamilton  was  a  relative  of  Mr. 
Wilson,  that  firm  naturally  turned  to  them  and  offered  one 
of  them  the  position,  and  it  was  left  to  themselves  to  decide 
who  should  remain  at  the  old  stand.  It  was  well  under- 
stood that  Mr.  Turner  leaned  toward  "Frank,"  as  he  was 
universally  called,  while  Mr.  Wilson's  tendency  was  toward 
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Alonzo.  Each  wanted  to  accept  the  position  in  Boston, 
but  by  agreement  between  themselves  Frank  remained 
at  Saco  and  Alonzo  joined  his  fortunes  with  the  Boston 
firm,  in  which  he  soon  became  a  partner  and  after  a  few 
changes  in  its  personnel,  became  its  head. 

Frank  regretted  this  turn  in  their  affairs  for  many  years, 
but  in  later  life  he  became  entirely  reconciled  to  it.  He 
continued  the  business  in  the  same  store  as  occupied  by 
the  firm,  and  also  on  the  other  side  of  the  street,  until  the 
summer  of  1853,  when  his  store  and  its  entire  contents  were 
destroyed  by  fire.  He  then  opened  a  less  pretentious  place 
in  the  store  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  street  and  im- 
mediately overlooking  Cataract  Falls,  where  he  continued 
until  the  autumn  of  1855,  when  he  removed  to  the  store 
in  the  Calef  Block,  which  he  occupied  continuously  until 
the  time  of  his  retirement.  This  store  covered  the  same 
spot  as  the  one  which  was  destroyed.  During  a  portion 
of  this  time  Mr.  John  Q.  Adams,  who  had  been  a  trusted 
and  confidential  clerk,  was  his  partner. 

Later,  as  Biddeford  outstripped  her  neighbor  in  growth 
and  population,  he  opened  a  store  in  that  city  in  connection 
with  George  F.  Emery,  who  had  also  been  a  clerk  with 
him  for  many  years,  under  the  firm  name  of  George  F. 
Emery  &  Company,  which  continued  until  the  failing 
health  of  Mr.  Emery  compelled  him  to  give  up  all 
business. 

In  the  early  60s  he  organized  the  Ossipee  Manufacturing 
Company  for  the  manufacture  of  woolen  goods  and  blankets, 
with  a  factory  on  Little  Ossipee  River  at  a  place  called 
"Stimson's  Mills."  After  ten  years  of  successful  opera- 
tion, this  business  was  sold  to  his  associate,  Mr.  John 
Holland.  During  the  same  period  he  opened  and  con- 
ducted for  some  years  a  dry  goods  store  in  the  city  of  Port- 
land, but  he  discovered,  as  have  many  others,  that  there  is 
a  limit  to  man's  physical  powers,  and  that  he  must  give 
his  attention  to  the  business  at  one  place  or  the  other,  and 
with  reluctance  he  discontinued  the  business  at  Portland, 
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and  ever  afterwards  gave  his  entire  attention  to  his  Saco 
business,  which  was  known  all  through  western  Maine 
and  eastern  New  Hampshire,  from  which  places  he  drew 
a  large  and  profitable  custom. 

It  was  during  these  early  years  that  he  became  imbued 
with  the  belief  that  woman  was  the  natural  equal  of  man  and 
that,  if  given  the  same  training  and  opportunity,  she  would 
prove  his  equal  in  all  the  walks  of  life,  in  which  physical 
strength  and  endurance  were  not  the  only  requisites  for  a 
successful  career.  This  belief  constrained  him  to  place 
young  ladies  behind  his  counters  as  saleswomen,  and  he 
secured  the  services  of  Miss  Efl5e  Bowdoin  of  Saco,  who 
was  born  at  Waterborough,  the  sister  of  Eliot  Bowdoin, 
one  of  his  boyhood  friends;  also  Miss  Sarah  Moulton,  a 
member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  respected  families 
of  the  town,  and  one  Monday  morning  they  stood  behind 
the  counters  ready  to  wait  upon  customers.  That  this 
act  caused  a  furor  in  the  immediate  community  is  not  over- 
stating it,  and  it  was  the  subject  of  much  comment  wherever 
it  was  known.  Men  at  first  viewed  it  either  as  a  joke  or  a 
very  doubtful  experiment,  while  the  women  looked  aghast 
with  undisguised  horror,  many  refusing  to  patronize  the 
store,  and  this  was  especially  true  of  the  "factory  girls" 
who  were  employed  by  the  York  Manufacturing  Corpora- 
tion in  their  mills.  Not  infrequently  they  would  go  as  far 
as  the  door  of  the  store  and  scornfully  turn  away,  refusing 
to  trade  with  a  person  who  so  lowered  the  dignity  and 
propriety  of  his  place  of  business  as  to  have  girls  stand  be- 
hind the  counter  by  the  side  of  boys  and  measure  the 
woolen,  dress  and  fancy  goods  with  which  his  store  was 
stocked.  The  young  ladies  themselves  suffered  from  the 
excitement  caused  by  this  innovation,  but  like  noble  women, 
as  they  were,  they  stood  at  their  post.  For  months  the 
store  was  actually  boycotted  by  a  great  many  people, 
trade  being  measurably  diminished  and  the  competing 
merchants,  for  at  that  time  there  were  quite  a  number, 
Saco  being  the  centre  of  a  large  trade,  were  correspondingly 
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profited.  As  the  months  wore  on  people  began  to  see 
the  propriety  of  his  course.  Trade  returned  to  his  counters 
in  an  increased  volume  and  his  young  lady  clerks  were 
among  the  most  popular  and  respected  people  in  the  town. 

Thus  was  inaugurated  and  carried  to  a  successful  issue 
the  custom  now  prevalent  over  the  entire  country,  and  every 
woman  who  stands  behind  a  counter  owes,  in  a  measure, 
her  opportunity  and  position  to  his  foresight  and  firmness. 

During  a  business  career  extending  over  a  period  of 
more  than  fifty  years,  he  maintained  a  reputation  for  in- 
tegrity and  fair  dealing  which  was  unsullied.  He  never 
sought  to  overreach  the  unwary,  but  dealt  with  a  scrupulous 
fairness  that  won  the  confidence  of  all  with  whom  he  was 
brought  in  contact. 

The  motto  which  was  adopted  by  Alonzo  when  he  first 
started  in  business  was  continued  by  Frank  to  the  close  of 
his  career  and  appeared  upon  all  the  advertisements  of  the 
concern:  "Large  sales  and  small  profits."  This  motto 
was  as  distinctly  his  as  though  it  had  been  protected  by 
law  and  any  use  of  it  by  a  competitor  would  have  been 
regarded  as  unfair  competition  in  trade. 

No  solicitation  could  induce  him  to  accept  public  office, 
although  he  manifested  a  keen  interest  in  all  local  and 
national  matters.  Drawn  from  the  party  affiliations  in 
which  he  was  trained  by  the  allurements  of  the  Whig 
doctrine  of  "Tariff  for  revenue  with  incidental  protection," 
he  joined  that  party  at  his  majority  and  continued  a  member 
of  it  until  its  dissolution,  when,  the  radicalism  of  the  new- 
born Republican  Party  not  appealing  to  his  conservative 
thought,  he  joined  the  Democratic  Party  and  continued 
with  it  until  his  death,  not,  however,  endorsing  some  of 
the  heresies  which  crept  into  it. 

As  a  boy  he  joined  the  Sunday  School  connected  with 
the  Second  Congregational  (Unitarian)  Church  at  Saco, 
and  was  its  treasurer  for  more  than  fifty  years.  From 
that  boyhood  to  his  last  days  he  was  a  constant  attendant 
and  a  firm  supporter  of  this  church  and  its  principles  — 
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not  with  much  speaking,  but  with  continuous  and  constant 
acts. 

He  took  a  lively  interest  in  educational  matters  and  was 
one  of  the  trustees  of  Thornton  Academy  and  its  first 
president,  an  oflBce  which  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  York  Institute,  a 
well-known  and  richly  equipped  educational  and  historical 
institution. 

On  the  24th  day  of  March,  1853,  he  married  Miss  Sarah 
Thornton  Fairfield,  daughter  of  Hon.  John  Fairfield  of 
Saco,  a  former  governor  of  and  United  States  senator  from 
Maine.  She  died  July  4,  1909.  Their  home  during  nearly 
all  their  married  life,  and  where  their  children  were  bom, 
was  the  large  Colonial  house  on  Main  Street,  which  he 
purchased  of  his  brother  upon  his  removal  to  Boston,  and 
which  was  erected  by  Joseph  Leland  more  than  a  century 
ago,  and  which  since  his  death  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Thornton  Academy  and  is  now  known  as  the  "Hamilton 
Dormitory"  and  used  as  a  home  for  its  teachers. 

Mrs.  Hamilton  was  a  woman  of  rare  mental  endow- 
ments, inheriting  many  of  the  attributes  of  her  distinguished 
father  —  not  only  his  logical  force  and  ready  speech  in 
public,  but  his  conversational  power  and  infinite  wit.  She 
devoted  all  her  time  which  could  be  spared  from  her  domestic 
life,  to  the  service  and  uplift  of  others.  Her  enthusiasm 
and  energy  inspired  her  neighbors  and  immediate  friends, 
while  by  word  and  pen  she  encouraged  the  elevation  of 
woman  and  the  education  of  children  in  practical  and  useful 
lines  outside  the  state.  After  her  decease  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union  of  Saco,  of  which  she 
was  the  founder  and  its  president  for  many  years,  estab- 
lished a  fund  to  perpetuate  her  memory  and  gave  to  the 
building  which  they  purchased  for  their  use  the  name 
"Sarah  Fairfield  Hamilton  Memorial." 

Their  home  was  the  home  of  liberal  comfort  and  generous 
hospitality,  where  the  poor  and  humble  were  as  welcome 
as  the  more  affluent  or  distinguished,  and  was  the  resort 
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of  some  of  the  most  cultivated  and  distinguished  people 
of  the  state. 

Referring  to  Mrs.  Hamilton  she  was  frequently  called 
the  "Julia  Ward  Howe  of  Maine."  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  some  months  after  her  de- 
cease, Hon.  George  C.  Wing,  a  member  of  the  Bench  of 
that  state,  paid  her  the  following  tribute: 

"At  this  nineteenth  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  I  desire  to  offer  to  the  memory  of  Sarah  Fairfield 
Hamilton  a  flower  of  remembrance,  an  immortelle,  as  a 
living  tribute  to  that  noble  woman  whose  beautiful  life  and 
character  exercised  such  an  influence  for  good,  not  only 
in  her  native  city  where  she  was  so  much  loved  and  respected, 
but  throughout  the  state  and  wherever  knowledge  of  her 
character  extended." 

It  was  Mrs.  Hamilton's  encouragement  that  first  induced 
the  author  of  this  work  to  seek  an  education  higher  than 
that  of  the  district  school,  and  it  was  her  husband's  generous 
material  assistance  that  enabled  him  to  carry  into  effect 
the  inspiration  which  her  enthusiastic  words  engendered. 

On  February  24,  1904,  they  celebrated  the  fiftieth  an- 
niversary of  their  wedding.  It  was  an  occasion  made 
memorable  by  the  gathering  of  relatives  and  immediate 
neighbors  and  friends,  as  well  as  of  many  distinguished 
people  from  various  parts  of  the  country.  On  this  occasion 
the  following  poetic  tribute  was  read  by  Rev.W.  F.  Skerrye, 
their  pastor: 

Fifty  years  of  growing  in  storm  and  shadow  and  sun; 
Fifty  busy,  blameless  years 
Of  simshine  and  sorrow,  laughter  and  tears, 
Adown  the  deep  valleys  of  failures  and  fears. 
And  up  on  the  heights  hard-won. 

In  the  morning  of  life  the  voices  that  wake  men's  souls  they  heard; 
Afar  and  afar  they  heard  the  call 
From  unseen  windows  of  glory  fall, 
As  if  from  Eden's  sentinelled  wall 
The  angels  gave  the  word. 
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From  the  cool,  sweet  meadows  of  play  they  came,  lighthearted,  laughing, 

and  free; 
From  hours  of  ease  to  days  of  endeavor, 
To  the  long,  long  battle  that's  ended  never. 
To  the  long,  dim  way  to  the  land  of  forever. 

To  the  shore  of  the  western  sea. 

With  all  the  tomorrows  before  them,  and  all  of  life  to  win, 
Past  the  wide  ways  where  men  go  down 
With  careless  feet  to  the  Desolate  Town, 
Ever  pursuing  a  hope  that  has  flown. 
They  pressed  to  the  battle's  din. 

There  were  days  when  the  way  was  narrow,  and  dark  were  the  skies 

o'erhead; 
When  fast  before  their  straining  sight 
Vanished  the  path  in  perilous  night, 
And  recreant  spirits  in  bodeful  flight 

Were  muttering  doubts  and  dread. 

But  they  kept  their  eyes  to  the  morning,  and  their  hearts  as  pure  as  gold; 

And  ever  the  voice  grew  dearer. 

And  ever  the  vision  clearer. 

And  the  stars  of  heaven  drew  nearer 

As  to  saints  and  sages  old. 

The  secrets  of  the  angels  they  passed  along  the  line; 
They  read  the  words  to  earth  aye  drifting. 
Saw  the  far  Ught  forever  shifting, 
And  heard  the  winds  and  waters  lifting 
A  chorus  high  and  fine. 

These  gems  of  price  they  gathered  and  scattered  along  the  way; 
Little  of  earth  and  its  plenteous  gold 
Could  their  open,  outstretched  hands  enfold. 
And  the  only  treasiu'es  their  hearts  could  hold.

43.  Jason'  Hamilton  {Benjamin  R.,^  James,*  Benjamin,^ 
Abel,^  David}),  son  of  Benjamin  Ricker^  and  Sarah  (Carle) 
Hamilton,  was  born  at  Waterborough,  Maine,  March  10, 
1821.  He  became  an  apprentice  in  the  carriage  building 
business  with  his  brother  Porter  about  the  time  he  arrived 
at  his  majority,  and  continued  with  him,  becoming  one  of 
his  partners,  until  he  removed  to  Sanford  (Spring vale), 
a  village  just  entering  upon  a  period  of  prosperity  by  reason 
of  the  establishment  of  a  manufactory  of  cotton  goods, 
and  there  entered  into  a  copartnership  with  Mr.  George 
Kenney  (for  whom  his  son  was  named)  in  the  carriage 
painting  business,  in  which  he  continued  until  his  health 
was  so  affected  that  he  was  obliged  to  retire,  but  in  which 
he  became  justly  famed.  He  then  returned  to  Water- 
borough,  where  he  lived  for  some  years,  when  he  leased 
the   "York  Hotel"   in  Saco,   which  he  made  a  welcome 
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resort  for  friend  and  stranger.  At  the  expiration  of  his 
lease  the  building  was  razed  to  make  room  for  a  business 
block,  and  soon  after,  and  upon  the  death  of  our  mother, 
he  returned  to  care  for  our  aged  father  upon  the  farm  at 
Waterborough  "where  he  could  make  him  feel  at  home." 
This  duty  he  and  his  wife  performed  with  filial  care,  and 
made  his  last  days  cheerful  and  happy  midst  the  scenes  and 
surroundings  of  his  long  life. 

His  temperament  was  more  volatile  and  his  views  more 
radical  than  any  other  member  of  the  family,  but  he  main- 
tained his  belief,  both  in  public  and  private,  with  ability 
and  vigor. 

He  served  the  town  as  its  clerk  during  the  years  1859, 
1860,  and  1861,  and  was  a  deputy  sheriff  for  the  County 
of  York  during  the  years  1859,  1860,  1863,  1864  and  1865. 
He  died  at  Waterborough,  September  2,  1883. 

He  married  at  Waterborough,  August  10,  1843,  Jane 
Hill,  who  died  at  Winthrop,  Mass.,  May  2,  1905,  daughter 
of  Joshua  and  Betsey  Hill  of  Waterborough.  She  was 
modest  and  sedate  in  her  demeanor,  but  when  awakened 
possessed  the  same  humorous  disposition  which  character- 
ized her  sister  and  all  the  other  members  of  the  family. 
After  our  mother's  death  she  and  her  husband  lived  on 
the  home  place  at  Waterborough  and  tenderly  cared  for 
our  father  during  his  last  days,  a  duty  which  she  performed 
with  a  devotion  which  was  keenly  appreciated  by  the  other 
members  of  the  family.  After  her  husband's  death  she 
lived  with  her  daughters,  and  her  last  days  were  made  de- 
lightfully enjoyable  by  their  tender  solicitude.

Ahel,^  David}),  son  of  Benjamin  Ricker^  and  Sarah  (Carle) 
Hamilton,  was  born  at  Waterborough,  Maine,  June  10, 
1829.  He  remained  upon  the  farm  with  his  parents  during 
his  minority,  with  the  exception  of  a  single  year  spent  at 
Saco  Academy,  then  imder  the  principalship  of  the  late 
John  C.  Bradbury.  During  these  years,  as  well  as  in  after 
life,  he  might,  in  the  parlance  of  the  times,  well  be  called 
"a  worker." 

Upon  leaving  home  he  was  employed  in  the  flour  and 
grain  store  of  James  M.  and  Joseph  G.  Deering  (natives 
of  Waterborough),  where  he  showed  such  characteristics 
as  induced  them  to  assist  him  in  establishing  a  similar 
business  in  Biddeford,  which  was  continued  until  there 
was  a  change  in  their  firm.  He  then  became  a  travelling 
salesman  for  a  Boston  house  and  drove  in  carriage  and 
sleigh  into  nearly  every  town  and  hamlet  in  the  State  of 
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Maine.  He  left  that  business  for  a  position  with  his  brother 
in  the  dry  goods  business  at  Saco,  which  he  retained  to  the 
time  of  his  marriage,  when  he  opened  a  general  country 
store  at  North  Berwick,  Maine,  which  then  was  considered 
the  most  prosperous  and  promising  village  in  the  county. 
This  business  he  closed  out  to  engage  in  the  express  business 
between  Portland  and  the  White  Mountains  with  head- 
quarters in  Portland,  and  in  which  he  remained  until,  on 
account  of  an  accident,  he  was  compelled  to  retire.  After 
which  he  was  appointed  a  clerk  in  the  Custom  House  at 
Portland,  a  position  which  he  retained  until  failing  health 
ccmpelled  his  resignation.  The  last  eight  years  of  his 
life  he  was  an  invalid.  He  died  at  Portland,  April  18, 
1906. 

He  had  a  kindly,  generous  spirit  and  a  genial  tempera- 
ment, which  he  retained  to  the  very  day  of  his  death,  and 
which  neither  misfortune  nor  affliction  could  drown.  His 
memory  is  sweetly  cherished  by  all  who  came  within  the 
sphere  of  his  influence. 

He  married  at  Portland,  Maine,  November  8,  1862, 
Marion  M.  Davis,  born  at  Dover,  N.  H.,  May  29,  1841, 
daughter  of  William  and  Marion  (Ford)  Davis.  Mrs. 
Hamilton  became  an  orphan  at  an  early  age  and  was  reared 
in  the  family  of  her  uncle,  Daniel  Ford  of  North  Berwick, 
Maine.

He  received  his  early  education  in  the  dis- 
trict schools  of  his  native  town,  Limerick  Academy  and 
Saco  High  School.     He  was  graduated  from  the  Chandler 
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Scientific  School,  connected  with  Dartmouth  College,  in 
the  class  of  1859  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  from  the  same 
institution  in  1869.  Studied  law  with  Hon.  Ira  T.  Drew 
at  Alfred,  Maine,  and  was  admitted  to  York  County  bar 
June  11,  1862.  After  his  admission  Mr.  Drew  offered  him 
a  copartnership  which  he  gladly  accepted.  This  connection 
continued  to  April,  1867,  when  he  removed  to  Biddeford, 
Maine,  and  became  a  partner  with  his  cousin,  B.  F.  Hamil- 
ton, who  was  born  in  the  same  town  and  studied  law  in 
the  same  oflBce.

He  was  graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  Medical  School, 
also  from  Harvard  Medical  College,  and  was  a  surgeon  in 
the  United  States  Navy  attached  to  the  U.S.S.  "  Conestoga  " 
commanded  by  Lieut.  Thomas  O.  Selfridge.  While  he 
was  in  New  Orleans  on  duty  this  vessel  was  run  into  on  the 
Mississippi  River  and  sunk.  On  his  return  he  reported 
to  Lieut.  Selfridge,  then  on  the  U.S.S.  "  Black  Hawk,"  and 
was  assigned  to  the  U.S.S.  "Louisville."

H.'  and  Lucy  B.  (Appleton)  Peirce,  was  born  at  Water- 
borough, Maine,  December  9,  1848.     He  inherited  a  love 
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for  the  profession  which  alleviates  human  sufifering.  The 
name  of  his  great-grandfather.  Dr.  Daniel  Peirce  of  Kittery, 
Maine,  where  he  was  a  distinguished  physician,  appears  as 
a  student  upon  the  rolls  of  Harvard  Medical  School,  and 
his  father,  Dr.  James  Hamilton  Peirce,  a  graduate  of  Bow- 
doin  Medical  School,  practiced  his  profession  in  his  native 
town  more  than  forty  years.  At  the  age  of  fifteen.  Dr. 
Peirce  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  as  Surgeon's-

He  attended  the  district  schools  of  the  town, 
and  later  Limerick  and  Parsonsfield  academies,  still  later  the 
Literary  Institution  at  New  Hampton,  N.  H.  In  1858  he 
entered  the  law  office  of  Hon.  Ira  T.  Drew  of  Alfred,  Maine, 
and  in  May,  1860,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  York  County, 
previous  to  which  time  he  had  taught  school  at  Water- 
borough,  Lyman  and  Alfred.  Immediately  upon  his  ad- 
mission to  the  bar  he  opened  a  law  office  in  Biddef ord,  which 
he  retained  until  the  time  of  his  death,  during  which  time 
he  had  several  partners,  among  whom  were  Samuel  K. 
Hamilton,  George  F.  Haley,  now  a  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Maine,  Charles  W.  Ross,  a  judge  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Biddeford,  and  Benjamin  F.  Cleaves,  now  judge  of 
that  court. 

Mr.  Hamilton  occupied  many  positions  of  responsibility, 
among  which  were  member  of  the  school  committee  of  his 
native  town,  deputy  sheriff  of  York  County,  one  of  the 
assessors  of  Biddeford  for  six  years,  and  city  solicitor  for  five 
years.  He  represented  the  city  of  Biddeford  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  Maine  in  1873.  He  served  in  the  Senate  of  Maine 
in  1909  and  was  re-elected  for  the  term  of  1911,  during  which 
he  was  stricken  with  a  fatal  illness.  He  was  postmaster  at 
Biddeford  under  General  Grant. 

From  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  was  precluded 
by  his  health  from  giving  that  continuous  attei^tion  to  his 
profession  by  which  alone  the  highest  positions  can  be  at- 
tained, and  hence  gave  a  very  large  portion  of  his  time  to 
outside  business,  especially  to  farming,  which  he  carried 
on  to  a  large  extent.  He  was,  however,  thoroughly  grounded 
in  the  principles  of  American  law  and  possessed  of  a  pro- 
found common  sense,  which  enabled  him  to  apply  with 
ease  those  principles  to  any  given  case.  He  was  especially 
strong  as  an  advocate  before  the  jury,  having  an  almost 
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intuitive  knowledge  of  the  mental  processes  of  those  whom 
he  addressed. 

As  a  political  organizer  he  was  unsurpassed  in  western 
Maine,  and  no  candidate  felt  that  his  election  was  sure  with- 
out his  aid.  He  had  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  wit  and  humor, 
which  made  him  a  welcome  guest  at  all  private  functions 
and  on  all  public  occasions. 

He  was  a  noble  specimen  of  physical  manhood,  inheriting 
a  kind  and  generous  disposition  from  both  father  and  mother. 
His  life  was  filled  with  acts  of  assistance  and  friendship 
which  made  him  loved  by  those  who  knew  the  true  inward- 
ness of  his  character.

He  was  in  the  battle  of  Fredericks- 
burg, where  he  rendered  important  service,  being  detailed 
as  a  carrier  of  dispatches,  and  had  the  thrilling  experience 
of  having  two  horses  shot  from  under  him,  his  clothing 
riddled  with  bullets,  and  the  top  of  his  cap  torn  away  by  a 
piece  of  shell.  In  March,  1864,  he  and  his  son  Dimon 
were  taken  prisoners  in  Kilpatrick's  raid  through  Virginia, 
and  were  confined  in  Libby  Prison  and  on  Belle  Isle.
